He married his cousin, 
Frieda Lowenthal, of Cologne, and the late Lord Melchett was their 
second son. An older sister of Ludwig Mond married a manufacturer 
of Eau de Cologne in Paris. Of the famuly of Ludwig Mond’s uncle— 
Israel Mond—-one of his sons was a distinguished obstetrician in 
Hamburg, and one of his grandsons was a consulting chemist and 
patent agent practisingin London. It will be seen then that, according 
to Jewish law, Lord Melchett, his mother having been Jewish, was a 
Jew, as was mm fact his father. 


Hospitals and Sweeps.

Anti-Jewish Differentiation. 

; Two correspondents have drawn my attention to a couple of

Zionists and the Government,

Parliament, and I suggest that the Government should, if possible, be 
induced to let the public understand that the Conference is not being 
held on the basis of the Passfield White Paper. At least so Dr. 
Weizmann has stated, a good deal more clearly than other members of 
the Zionist Executive who have spoken on the subject. As I have 
previously shown, the last announcement made by the Government 
about the Conference was likely to mislead the public into believing 
that the negotiations were in fact upon the White Paper, and not, as 
Dr. Brodetsky has declared, upon the whole policy of the Mandatory 
in the administration of Palestine.

It may seem to some but a small point to fix precisely the limits 
of the conversations that are being held. But if they are not on the 
basis of the White Paper—and we must take it they are not, after

what Zionist leaders have declared—then the Government in effect has 
already abandoned the White Paper and, it follows, the policy it 
announced. If, again, that be so, then the Zionists, under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Weizmenn, have scored heavily and notably, and ought 
to receive the credit for what they have been able to accomplish.

And Mr. Kostoris had the felicity of handing over to the Treasurer of 
the Fund at the Conference subsequently of the English Zionist 
Federation a cheque for a substantial amount which he had collected. 
For my part, | think Mr. Kostoris is right when he says thet the 
personal clement tells most in such matters as the one for which he is 
so earnestly striving. I can only hope that all whom he induced to 
subscribe were made fully acquainted with the true purpo-e of the 
Keren Hayesod, and that the Organisation will in present circum tances 
harbour its financial resources, sO far as it is able to do so consistently 
with the obligations in Palestine it has already undertaken. Let t 
bank the rest of the money until the Mandatory agrees to edmirister 
Palestine in accordance with the principles which the Keren Havyesod 
was founded to promote. 


Disarmament Proposals. 

Viscount Ceeil of Chelwood retvrns to this very difhcult problem 
in the current issue of the Nation by way of a reply to the article 
by Mr. Georg Bernhard, to which I alluded last week. All Lord Cecil 
can plead for the Disarmament suggestions is thet they are the best 
that can be devised with any hope of their being accepted by the 
nations concerned, But if he does not miss or ignore the vital point, 
which is the extent to which Disarmament can reasonably be relied 
upon to prevent or minimise the likelihood of war as a means of meet- 
ing international disagreements, he inferentially acknowledges the 
weakness of Disarmament suggestions. He agrees that with the possi- 
bility of *‘ deliberate deception’ “as to the amourt of money that 
is being spent by each country on armaments ” “no scheme can be 
made really water-tight .. . nothing can be more certain than that an 
international inspector admitted unwillingly into a country will only 
see what the authorities of that country choose that he should see.” 
And who can doubt that, particularly in the case of a country that 
imagines the necessity of its entering into a war, and is naturally not 
disposed to publish to the world its fighting power, there will certainly 
be “deliberate deception,” and that the international inspector will 
not be admitted otherwise than “‘ unwillingly”? Moreover, Lord 
Cecil agrees that, although it may not be possible to conceal the larger 
weapons “a great part of the most essential equipment of an army 


consists of comparatively small articles like. rifles, shells, bombs or 
meeune guns; and in many other. cases the engines of war can be 
k« pt 12 pieces and assembled at the last moment,” 
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What Lord Cecil says about disarmament as a preventive of war, 
then,.does not give us much good hope nh respect of it. And as a 
pendant we have a very thoughtful article in the current issue of the 
Suypay Times by Mr. Herriot, a former Premier of Frence, who shows 
how much aerial disermament has been neglected by those who have 
devoted themselves to the generel question.. He save that the aviator 
Costes recently remarked to him that.in view of what has already 
been achieved, a day will come when the trip from France to America 
will be accomplished im forty-eight hours, adding that an aeroplane 
like -*’ Question Mark” “can transport a ton of explosive bombs a 
distance of 600 miles and return to the point of its departure at the 
speed of 135 miles per hour!”

Some month- ago Sir Hall Caine stated he had 
once written to Lord Balfour asking him «whether it was not correct that, in 
issuing the Declaration. he hed meant no more than that ews should be given 
an opportunity for colonisation in Peles ind that no political bias in their 
fxvour wes intended. Against this interpretation the editor of our esteemed 
contemporery protested, characterising the statement as a libel against Lord 
Balfour. who-wes no longer living, «nd «hallenging the novelist to produce 
the letter. 

When Sir Hall Caine made the original statement in the London Times, 
he explained thet although he wrote from memory he had at bis home in the 
Isle of Man. Lord Balfour's written essent to the interpretation he had sub- 
mitted to him. A letter in the London Tres lest week from Colonel 
Meinertzhagen, who acted as Chief Political Officer in Palestine at the time, 
not only served to revive the issue but also made it clear that Lord Balfour 
could never have written a letter such as was attributed to him by Sir Hall 
Caine.

AMONG THE CRITICISMS of the Habima players I noticed two 
that particularly intrigued me. One was by Mr. James Agate 


who, as far as I could understand.what he said, deplored the 


staging of religious idiosyncrasies. or perhaps it would not go 
too far to say incidents associated with special religious 
observances. But, of course. if I do not interpret his 
objection wrongly, he labours under an error which I 


know is very general even among Jews themselves. I mean the 
idea that the lives of Jews are one long round of religious differences 
from the rest of mankind. As a matter of fact Jews are to be 
differentiated from non-Jews Iess by their religious obligations, 
beliefs and practices, than they are in respect to what may be 
termed their lay existence. Thc, stand apart because of racial 
points of conduct in their lives--thei: psychology is a thing apart; 
the way of their lives is unlike. ‘they are not merely Anything- 
arians with English, German, Ame: can, or what you will, manners, 
perceptions and impulses. They arc Jews with Jewish manners, 
perceptions and impulses veneered over by association with the 
countries of which they are citizens. Aud that association always 
much sooner wears off the venee: than it eliminates from them 
the substance. That indeed is achicf lesson to be learnt from the 
Habima players, and it is a matter for regret-—again assuming I 
have not misunderstood bim—that Mr. Agate did not learn it when 
he saw their performance. To me its obviousness was unmistakable. 


ANOTHER CRITICISM which [| noticed, came characteristically 
enough from one whom I take tobe “one of us.’ A gentleman 
named Samuel raised objection to the Habima players on the score 
of their playing in Hebrew. His plea was that so few, even of Jews, 
understood the language and that hence to them-—he did not say 
so, but that is what his criticism amounted to—the plays became 
pantomimes. But can that really be his objection? Have there 
been no French plays given in London and other parts of the 
country? Is it quite unnecessary to know ~ what it is all about” at 
an Italian Opera? Ido not wish to be facetious, but when I read 
Mr. Samuel's obervation I wondered whether he is opposed, on the 
rounds he states, to American “ talkies,” the understanding of the 
language and especially the idioms in which cannot have been 
acquired by many of the audiences that queue up to see and hear 
them? But what occurred to me as strangest in this criticism was 
that the gentleman did not feel in any way abashed at proclaiming 
ignorance of his racial tongue, in the glory of which every Jew 
worthy of the name must surely feel a ~ proper pride.” 


Very much the same as has been said here concerning the 

Habima players is applicable to the Jewish poet Bialik, who 
has been an hononred—almost a worshipped—visitor to these shores 
during the last few days. Readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and 
especially its Supplement, know of the work of ‘this genius. 
But I doubt whether many realise as completely as they should what 
he has accomplished in the strengthening of Jewish sentiment and 
the love of Judaism in all its many aspects. Someone once remarked 


CHRONICLE 


that if he could have the making of a people's ballads, he would let 
anyone else have the making of their laws. He knew that the 
ballads of a people- its poetry—determined its character and 
its potentialities as surely as they were moulded by it, and that out 
of them invariably grew the Laws and the Customs by which peoples 
are controlled. Thus Bialik with his inimitable poetic power 
stands as one of the makers—or rather re-makers—of Jewry, and 
History will assign to him a high place as the creator of the new 
Judea, about which I for one never felt so hopeful as I do at this 
moment of crisis in its development as I watch the manner in which 
that crisis is being breasted by our people. 


If MAY BE SAID THAT it is‘extravagant to claim for the Jewish 
National Movement all that Bialik means to Jewry. It will be objected 
that Jews have produced poetry—and Jewish poetry at that—of the 
very highest the Diaspora. Solomon Gabirol, Yehuda 
Halevy, the Ibn Ezras, to give only three names out of many that 
come to me as I write. will be called to mind, and they all lifted up 
their parable, to use the Biblical phrase.in Europe. That is true; but 
what is also true is that the muse of all of them was inspired by the 
National sense of our people—if they did not physically, they morally 
and intellectually, spiritually and with their very souls resided in 
our beloved Palestine, the land in which they bound up their lives 
because they were Jews, and of which there are men to-day who 
are vain enough and stupid enough to suppose Jews are going 
to suffer themselves to be robbed! So that it is just conceivable 
that if there had no Jewish National Movement, if there 
had been no Pinsker, no Hess, no Herzl, no Nordau, no Zangwill,

no Weizmann there would have been no poet Bialik, whatever 
direction his consummate mental capacities might have taken,

The death occurred on Thursday of last week of Mr. Benjamin 
Septimus Jacobs. The deceased, who was in his eightieth year, was 
the seventh son of the late Mr. Bethel Jacobs, and in the course of 
his work as an architect spent four years on railway survey work in 
Transylvania and in buildings in Vienna. He built the two railway 
stations at either end of the Hudson River tunnel, U.S.A., of which 
his brother. the late Mr. Charles Jacobs. was the engineer. He 
designed many important buildings in Hull, as well as mental 
hospitals in Parkhurst and Derby. He was a Life-President of the 
Hebrew Board of Guardians, and a Hon. Architect and 
first President of the Hull Western Synagogue, and later 
appointed a Life-President. On the occasion of his silver wedding 
he was presented with his portrait in oils as a token of love 
esteem from the members of that Congregation, and also 
: the Board of Guardians. Ue took an active interest in everything 
- connected with the social, philanthropic and educational life of the 
; Community. He was a Past-President of the Hull Literary and 
Philosophical Society (of which his father was the founder). He 
: was married to Miss Isabel Kisch who survives him, together witha 
son and a daughter. He was a prominent Freemason, being twice 
W.M. of the Kingston Lodge 1010. 

Rabbi L. MILLER writes: 

* With the demise of Benjamin Septimus Jacobs in his eightieth year, 
a notable personality in Hull Jewry removed. The Community 
deprived of an excellent and devoted worker, and one who was endowed 
with a beautiful character. The deceased was one of the founders of the 
Hull Western Synagogue, its President for a numberof years and recently 
the Life President. He was the Honorary Architect ofthe Synagogue, with 
its beautiful Ark and spacious Pulpit so much admired by visitors for their 
architectural beauty. He was the President of the Hull Hebrew Board of 
Guardians from 1883 until his death, and in that capacity rendered yeoman 
service to the poor and needy of the city. Mr. Jacobs was a notable 
. athlete in his younger days, the President for a number of years of the

A Zangwill Road of Remembrance.

sin.— The late Israel Zangwill occupies such an enduring place 
in the Jewish and literary worlds of all English-speaking peoples 
that it is strongly felt by the undersigned and by all whom they 
have consulted that there should be a memorial in his honour at 
once unique, simple and permanent. 

This condition would be by a Zangwill Road of Remembrance 
in England, and perhaps later also in Palestine and America. 

A suitable stretch of English highway would be planted with 
Trees contributed by individuals, groups of individuals, synagogues 
or societies in all parts of the world. Each Tree would have its 
own tree-guard with a metal tablet bearing a special inscription 
from the donor or donors. ‘To avoid repeating the one word Zangwill 
om each Tree, asign-post designed by a Jewish artist could be erected 
at either end or at both ends of the road. At one or the other 
corner-site a special feature could be made of a symbolic figure or 
group, or portrait bust; or of a more utilitarian sculpture such as a 
handsome seat of stone or hardwood, with well-inscribed lettering. 

Two guineas, which is the charge to be made for each Tree, 
would cover not only all the incidental expenses of guard, tablet and 
upkeep but also of replanting, should this become necessary. It 
would be a beautiful and enduring tribute to a leader in Israel.

Applying, therefore, that test it could be truthfully said that Lord 
Melchett was a great man. Not only was be a great business man, 
but he was a wise and a human man. Mr. Thomas recalled the fact 
that in 1924 Lord Melchett headed a deputation to him to ask that he 
(Mr. Thomas) who was then representing the Government should 
reaitirm what was called the Balfour Declaration. There he saw Lord 
Meichett not as a business man, but as one plercding for the people 
whom he loved, asking for something for the race which had been 
down-trodden, and fighting for something which was an ideal that 
Jewry throughout the whole world welcomed and intended to justify.

No. 583.—The Tragedy of Uriel da Costa. 
My COUSIN, 


As often as I recall the history of the Marranos I experience a 
thrill of the kind produced by witnessing a Greek tragedy. Whata 
tragedy was theirs—to have deliberately led a double life. one as 
conforming Catholics and the other secretly as Jews. The first 
might be difficult enough: the second was full of peril. Yet for the 
sake of a great ideal thousands of men and women throughout 
several generations cultivated the double life at the risk of imminent 
death. The experience must have bad a peculiar influence on their 
psychology and their outlook on life. It probably made them stern, 
dour. and intolerant. That too was a tragedy. For life shonld 
surely bring bappiness and make for good-natured toleration, in 
accordance with the Jewish view that to love vour neighbour as 
yourself is the heart and core of the Tora/:. 

Many minor tragedies were produced within the ambit of the 
all-embracing tragedy; among them I think the story of Uriel da 
Coste must be placed first and foremost. A soul struggle and the 
capacity for suffering such as his cannot but stir pity. 

Who was Uricl da Costa? The name which hds cOntinued down 
to this very day belonged to an old Jewish family in Portugal. 
Uriel was born in Oporto in 1585, three years before Drake defeated 
the Spanish Armada. A hundred years back the family was Jewish ; 
when Uriel was born they had passed through the Marrano stage 
and had become completely assimilated. The boy was born a 
Christian and was baptised as Gabriel da Costa. He received the 
education usually enjoyed in those days by the children of the 
comfortably-off middle classes; studied law and philosophy at the 
University of Coimbra, and at the age of twenty-five became Canon 
and Treasurer of one of the churches of his native town. By his 
ability, breeding and education he was marked out for advancement. 
jut he was one of those unfortunate people who are born ahead 
of their time. Living in the sixteenth-seventeenth century. he 
possessed an eighteenth century mind. He was a critic and a 
questioner, not content to accept religious doctrines at their face 
value. An office holder in the Catholic Church he was yet dis. 
contented with Catholic teaching. How could a sensible man accept 
the theory of original sin, of Hell torments or of Purgatory? How 
could be regard the confession with equanimity? Da Costa was 
troubled in mind, ard turned in his quest to the books of the Old 
Testament. 

The Old Testament was a sealed book to Catholics of those 
days. and da Costa found in its pages a new spirit and a new out- 
look on life. The messages of Prophet and Psalmist appealed to 
bim greatly. If this was the Jewish religion, the religion of his 
own family a hundred years ago, he might perhaps find ease of mind 
in Judaism. Slowly the determination grew within him to return 
to the faith of his fathers. It was no easy resolve. It meant a 
complete self-uprooting, a difficult process for any man. He would 
have to leave his native land with all its associations to begin life 
anew in a strange environment. But da Costa was of those who 
are gifted with persistence. 

Only one place presented itself as the goal of his desires— 
Amsterdam. The Netherlands had only recently been liberated from 
the Catholic-Spanish domination, and in 1579 religious toleration 
had been proclaimed as a principle of the independent state. To 
one group of men and women in Europe religious liberty held out 
new hopes—the Marranos of Spain and Portugal; and before long a 
Jewish community was established in Amsterdam, which included 
many who had held high office in the Catholic: Church in their 
native lands—monks and nuns, priors and ecclesiastics of rank, to 
say nothing of laymen. 

To Amsterdam Gabriel da Costa, with his mother and brothers, 
made his way’(about 1615) to be received into the Jewish fold. 
They submitted to the ‘ancient rites prescribed for proselytes and 
da Costa changed his name from Gabriel to Uriel. At last he would 
find peace for his soul; at last he would be able to live a life in 
accordance with reason. 

But he was quickly disillusioned. His knowledge of Judaism 
had been obtained from the Old Testament; the Judaism he saw 
practised in Amsterdam was very different. Here were minute 
regulations for the governance of every aspect of life—even to the 
putting on of shoes. He found little of the spirit of the Prophets, 
which had appealed to him so much. Soon he realized that he had 
cast off the yoke of the Catholic Church only to have to take on the 
yoke of Rabbinic Law. But Uriel da Costa was constitutionally 
unable to tolerate any curb on his thought. He wanted his mind 
to be free. He gloried in the Reason which God had given him.

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In the year 1616 he was in Hamburg on business. The da Costa 
family had succeeded in realizing their assets before they left 
Portugal and were able to engage in commercial enterprises in 
Amsterdam. They appear to have had a house in Hamburg and 
Uriel da Costa was in charge. Here his disappointment took shape 
and form in an attack on what we should term to-day Orthodoxy. 
From Hamburg he sent to the Jewish Community of Venice, then 
one of the centres of uncompromising Orthodoxy, a number of theses 
in which he ventured to criticize and to question certain Jewish 
practices. Tephillin, he declared, were not ordained in the Torah ; 
the custom of binding straps round the arm and the head had no 
Divine authority. It was aman-made law. Circumcision was 
indeed ordained in the Torah: but in the manner in which it was 
carried out, it was unhygienic. Then there was the problem of 
Second Davs. The Torah prescribed only one day for the Great 
Festivals: to observe two days was thetefore unnecessary. So he 
elaborated his theses, leading up to an attack on the Oral Law 
which be described as a second and man-made Torah. 

lt is not difficult to imagine the effect of such language on the 
Jews of Venice. 
kuow bow they are received in certain quarters, Three hundred 
were received with horror, and their author was 
threatened with the penalty of excommunication. The threat was 
actually carried out; Uriel da Costa left Hamburg a “ banned Jew,’ 

ut he returned to Amsterdam none the worse. The ban did 
rot deter him from continuing to express his thoughts. A problem 
that had trouDked his mind was the question of immortality. 
According to his readirg of the Old Testament, the Bible knew 
nothing about rewards and punishments ina worldtocome.

After 
all that he had saerificed, it appeared to him that he had but jumped 
from the frying pan into the fire. Nay, he was worse off, for his 
new friends persecuted him. Yet he ‘suffered in silence, seeking 
solace in philosophical contemplation, and evolving in his mind a 
kind of Deism which expressed itself on more than one occasion in 
the formula that “all evils come from not following Right Reagon 
and the law of Nature.”

But utter loneliness and social isolation are too much even for 
the stronugest-minded. In 1633, Uriel da Costa decided to recant. 
Hle was given absolution and re-admitted into the Community. For 
the moment, bis weak human longings had won the upper hand over 
his intellect. But intellect remains king in the long run. The 
“leopard cannot change his spots. Da Costa was indeed once more 
in the Jewish Community, but he was not of it. It soon became 
known that his Orthodoxy left much to be desired. and the feud broke 
out anew on a strange provocation. Two Christians, an Italian and 
a Spaniard, went from London to Amsterdam in search of Judaism. 
intending to be received into the Jewish fold. They consulted 
da Costa, who warned them fiot to submit to a heavy yoke, but to 
retain the faith they had. When this came to the ears of the 
tabbinate, it was resolved to expel the sinner once again from the 
Community of Israel. 
| Again he was driven into loneliness, cut off from human inter- 
course. It was a terrible punishment, worse than imprisonment: 
yet he bore it patiently for six years, suffering torture until his spirit 
was utterly broken. A second time he came back, pléading for mercy, 
Chis q@me his absolution was to be made contingent on a most 
humiliating recantation. The lay and spiritual leaders of the 
Congregation still remembered the dread terror of the Inquisition 
and its methods. 
their souls. No wonder, therefore, that when they in their turn bad 
to deal with a recanter, they modelled their treatment of him on 
that of the Inquisition. Theirs was harsh conduct; the ceremony 
they insisted upon was and is unknown in Jewish practice.

historian can see extenuating circumstances and deals gently with 
them. 

It was a terrible ordeal. In the Synagogue the whole Congre- 
gation was assembled to witness the humiliation of a poor wretch, 
just as the mob assembled to see an auto-da-fé, The culprit was 
brought on to the Almemar and made to-recite his sins of omission 
and commission; he had to vow to mend his ways and to be obedient. 
As the sufferer himself relates in his Autobiography (“ An Ensample 
of Human Life”), the Rabbi then requested him to withdraw to a 
corner of the Synagogue where the beadle bade him strip to the 
waist, and then inflicted thirty-nine lashes on the culprit’s naked 
body. Thereupon a solemn proclamation was made that the ban 


had been lifted. The ceremony was over. The crowd began to 
move homeward. But the victim was yet to suffer a further 
indignity. He was bidden to stretch full length on the steps of the 


Synagogue and. as the Congregation filed out, every man walked 
over his body. “ When the Synagogue was emptied I was allowed to 
arise: the beadle dusted my clothes and I made my way home.” 

Was not all this more than human flesh could bear? Was not 
the punishment out of all proportion to the crime? The horror of 
it unbalanced the victim’s mind; and shortly after, in: the year 
1640, he committed suicide by shooting himself. Yet, what had 
been his guilt? He had been critical of accepted opinion. Some 
men are born with the critical faculty, Jews among them. Judaism 
allows freedom ‘of thought—though some of our. rabbinical eccle- 
siastics in their overweening conceit forget the fact. To-day, 
thousands of Jews hold the views which Uriel da Costa held three 
hundred years ago. Can we be sure—such is human passion when 
fanned by religious intolerance—that there are not some among us 
who, if they had the power, would mete out to the critics the same 
punishment which his contemporaries inflictedon da Costa? In any 
event—and it is passing strange—many among us have not yet 
learned the Jesson of toleration; the lesson that even if a man 
throws off the entire yoke of Rabbinic Ordinances he is still a Jew, 
still a member of the House of Israel. For the contemporaries of 
Uriel da Costa there was at least some excuse; for the zealots of 
our own day there is none, 

Jewish History is full of tragedies ; 
shonld surely be a warning.

Heprew phrase does not accurately represent its true meaning. 
The SS was not the task imposed upon a labourer, but refers fo 
the band of workmen forced to carry out a certain piece of work. 
Occurrences of the word in other parts of the Bible place its 
definition beyond doubt. In Deuteronomy xx. 11. the law enacts 
that prisoners captured in battle “shall become enforced labourers 
(SS) unto thee and shall serve thee.” 
in Genesis xlix., 15. Joshua xvi., 10, and likewise such a statement as 
~ King Solomon raised a levy (5%) out of all Israel; and the levy was 
thirty thousand men” (1 Kings v., 27). We thus see that the term 
denotes a body of men virtually reduced to a condition of slavery 
under orders to perform work for the king against their will. 
Accordingly should be translated by some such words 
as overseers of habour-gangs. 

“To afflict them with their burdens.” The language is rathe 
vague and does not make clear what exactly was the purpose of the 
serfdom. The modern commentators usually explain “to break 
their spirit and in this way reduce their numbers.” This explana 
tion was anticipated by Ibn Ezra who also saw in the servitude x

 Store-cities Both the derivation of the word and the precise 
purpose of the cities are matters of dispute.. The Jewish exegetes 
connected the word with the root meaning “ to take care of,” and this 
is accepted by most modern lexicographers. Gesenius suggested that 


the root 725 corresponded with 535 by metathesis, and Kalisch. 


agrees with this view. Yahuda thinks that it is a loan-word from 
Egyptian. Asto the use to which the cities were put, two theories 
are offered. First, they were places where provisions and other 
materials were stored as trading centres: secondly, they were 
military depots. In support of the first alternative is the reference 
in OU. Chronicles xxxii., 28¢" (Hezekiah had) store-houses also for 
the increase of corn and wine and oil ° but it must be noted that 
here the text has 7555 without the addition of “Y. Wherever 
the full phrase occurs the context seems to point to citadels or 
arsenals. #.qg.0l. Kings ix., 19 “All the store-cities that Solomon 
had. and the cities for his chariots and the cities for his horsemen ~ . 
and If. Chron. xvii. 12 “Jehoshaphat built in Judah castles and 
cities of store. It may also be remarked that by the term ‘TY we 
have not necessarily to understand “city” in its modern sense, as 
mav be seen from the mention of “cities for his chariots.” It 
seems to denote originally a walled-in and fortified place. 

The theory that the Israelites had to build military depots is 
confirmed by the names by which they were designated. The site 
of Pithom was discovered and excavated by Professor Naville in 
1883. It was located about sixty miles North-East of Cairo, and 
consisted of a square structure measuring 220 yards. The surround 
ing wall was six vards in thickness, and in the interior was # 
number of rectangular chambers with the only opening on top.

The second city, called Raamses, cannot be defined with certainty,

Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 
(HE NEW YEAR APPEAL 


\ meeting of the Executive Committee of the Federation was held at 
34, Soho Square, on Thursday in last week. Mr. J. Machower was in the 
Chair Mr. M. Schalit, Treasurer, reported that the New Year Appea! 
launched by the Federation had already brought in the £5,000 necessary 
for the first instalment of the amount required to cover the obligations 
incurred under the new agreement with the Russian Government, by 
which the latter are to contribute £2 10s. for every £ forwarded by the 
Federation. The total amount, £17,500, will be devoted to immediate 
and reconstructive relief among the sufferers in Eastern Europe and will 
he disbursed by the local Relief Committees of the Federation. It was 
resolved that the campaign be continued for the purpose of collecting the 
second instalment of £5,000 due under the terms of the agreement, which 
will mean another sum of £17,500 allocated for the benefit of the Jewish: 
destitute in the Ukraine. The congregations throughout the country have 
assisted the appeal very materially, and the Dublin Ladies’ Ukraine Com 
mittee, under the direction of Mrs. Herzog and Miss Shillinan, have given 
valuable help. The Chairman referred to the forthcoming seventiet) 
anniversary of the Alliance Israelite Universelle and to the co-operation 
which had always existed between the Alliance and the Federation in 
matters affecting the welfare of the Jewish poor in Eastern Europe.

THE SWEET FRUITS OF JEWISH CREATION. 


A meeting of welcome to Mr. Chaim Nachman Bialik, the 
Hebrew poet, was held on Thursday evening of last week at the 
Kingsway Hall, Kingsway. 

Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW, who presided, accorded Mr. Bialik a hearty 
welcome in the name of al! those present. 

Mr. L. BAKSTANSKY, LL.B., read a number of messages from those 
who were unable to be present, including Professor 5. Brodetsky. 
M.A., who wrote: “I feel sure that London Jewry will understand 
how to value this unique opportunity of hearing a great poet, who is 
at the same time a great patriot and a great thinker.” Dr. M.D. Eder, 
said, “I am deeply sensible of the immense importance of Bialik’s 
work, not only as a poet, but the whole of his invaluable contribu. 
tion to the renaissance of Hebrew and the upbuilding of the Jewish 
National Home. Asa doctor mainly engaged with the mental side 
of illness, I am most keenly alive to the part which such creative 
artists play in healing the Jewish soul and making it ready for the 
new life which we are looking forward to in Palestine.” Dr. Salis 
Daiches, wrote: “I have no doubt that Mr. Bialik’s appearance 
in this country will have a great effect on the Hebrew renaissance 
among us and leave behind valuable and lasting results.” 

The Rev. J. K. GoLppnoom offered Mr. Bialik a welcome 
in the name of the Council of the English Zionist Federation, 
and said that in the present critical time through which they 
were passing, the presence among them of Mr. Bialik was just 
like balsam to their souls. It was no exaggeration to say that since 
the time of Yehuda Halevi they had not had such a Meshorer as 
was their esteemed guest that evening. Mr. Goldbloom expressed 
the hope that as a result of Mr. Bialik’s visit to this country and his 
presence upon that occasion. Hebrew and Hebrew culture would 
receive that impetus of which it was so much in need. 

Mr. BIALIK, who received an ovation, said that while in 
other countries there was a certain line of demarcation between 
private and national property, in felt that each 
was part and parcel of the When a new house 
was being erected, Jews thronged in large numbers to look 
at it with eager pride and with a feeling of joy and 
exultation as though it belonged to them. As a matter of fact, 
this was how every Jew regarded each house which was being 
built—it was for his Eretz Yisrael and, therefore, it was part 
What was private was really regarded as 
national and what was national was looked upon as private. There 
was no doubt, sad Mr, Bialik, that this geficel was one which Jews 
had never before experienced. In Palestine the spirit él’sacrifice 
wus so great that he had no hesitation in saying that 
ever the time come—God forbid that it 
might be necessary for Jews to fight for their possessions 
in Erets Yisrael, they could take it that every Jew would 
fight to the last ditch for every inch of ground that was his. 
It was the Yishub who were experiencing the sweet fruits of their 
creative work in Palestine, and although they outside were partici- 
pating in that work by financial and other help, they were, after all, 
not the real creators. In Palestine, Jewish life was being re-created, 
re-invigorated and reborn at a time when, sad to relate, it was 
gradually dying in the countries of the Diaspora. In those countries 
outside Palestine Jews were imitative in everything connected with 
their lives. As soon as a Jew landed in Palestine he felt that where- 
ever he went there was Jewish culture—from the building of houses 
to the mending of shoes. In conclusion Mr. Bialik said: “It would 
be better for the upbuilding of Palestine, for Zionism, for you, and, 
indeed, for your children, that it should be regarded as something 
to be ashamed of to be a Zionist merely by paying the shekel. A 
Zionist, in the real sense of the word, is one who comes himself to 
Kretz Yisrael or else puts his possessions into the country.” 
(Applause).

The second object of his visit, Mr. Bialik said, was to investi. 


gate at Oxford, Cambridge and the British Museum, sources of new 
information for his literary work. 

Alluding to the Palestine problem, Mr. Bialik observed, “I think 
that our work in Palestine has been badly misunderstood by the 
British Government. The White Paper is a Document than which 
there could be no greater miscarriage of Justice, and it is not in 
consonance with the real sense of justice for which England is famed. 

“ We thought,” he went on, “ that England would regard our 
work in Palestine as one of great historical importance and not 
merely from the poiat of view of political speculation. England 
generally, to my intense regret, has disappointed us, but it is a great 
consolation to know that the authors of the White Paper are not 
the mouthpiece of the real England—the England of Balfour and 
Disraeli. 

“The right policy to adopt now,” Mr. Bialik went on. “ is to 
proceed to do our work in Palestine with twice as much energy as 
we did it before. By which I mean practical work, and thus we will 
demonstrate to the Government of this country in particular and to 
the world at large, that we are absolutely in earnest and are deter. 
inined to pursue our task of upbuilding Palestine to a success‘ul 
consummatiou. 

“ Of equal importance is it that we must not slacken one jot in 
our demands and that we should occupy ourselves less with the 
political side of our work and more with the practical side.” 

Referring to the Palestine Administration, he declared most 
emphatically that that Administration had shown itself to be hope. 
lessly incompetent to understand its duties towards the Jews. 

Mr. Bialik had then something to say about the development of 
the Hebrew language. In Palestine. he declared, Hebrew had

The Goodwill Movement. 
Codlin not Short ? 
[From our Correspondent.—New York.) 

Is the Goodwill Movement sincere, or is it a camouflage for the 
proselytism of the Jew? Two or three years ago, Dr. Israe! 
Goldstein adumbrated this question at the North American Home 
Missions Congress. And recently, in a letter to that body he again 
raised it. “Is the motive and intention of the proposal the hope 
that an attitude of goodwill and friendly feeling towards the Jew 
would be a more effective means of winning him to C hristianity ? 
he asked. “It is my impression,’ Dr. Goldstein continued. “ that 
such is the intention or the motive. My impression is based upon 
the fact that at a conference of Protestant Mission organisations, 
in which some of yout constituent groups were represented, held at 
Budapest and Warsaw, for the purpose of discussing the subject of 
Evangelisation among Jews, the following statement was adopted: 

‘We believe that all un-Christian treatment of the Jew and all race 

prejudice are great stumbling blocks to the acceptance of the 
Christian message. The entire discussions of that Conference 
converged upon the same idea.” 

It is the predominant opinion among Jewish leaders, concl 
Dr. Goldstein that there cannot be effective goodwill between Jew 
and Christian, so long as Judaism is recognised as an inferior 


Religion, and as being inadequate for the salvation of those who 
are members of it.

Emigration Points for Jews. 

(From our Correspondent.—New York. | 
Dr. Myron Kreinin, President of the “ Emigdirect.” arrived in New 
York recently to consult with other authorities on means of carrying on 
the work of finding places of immigration for the Jews of Eastern Europe. 
Dr. Kreinin stated that South America is the best place, inasmuch as 
Canada and South Africa have been added to the long list of “closed” 
countries. Last year, said Dr. Kreinin, 15,000 Jews weve sent to South 
America. These emigrated from Russia, Poland, Lithuania and other 
Eastern countries. From Poland there was an annual emigration of 
‘20,000 Jews. While the necessity for emigration was greater than ever 

before, he declared, the means and the field Were smaller.

sequence, the production of the film ~ Fredericus Rex,’ depicting 
scenes from the life of Frederick. is being interrupted by Opposition 
parties as an answer to the campaign against the Remarque film. 

German Jewry has no cause to oppose anything connected with 
Frederick II]. For once, they cau side with the Nazis, paradoxical as 
it may seem. It is a pity that at least a bit of the spirit of their hero 
has not entered the souls of the Hitlerists. In his “ Preface to the 
Henriade this monarch writes: 

“In spite of all differences of trades one recognises the quality 
nature has given us all; the necessity to live in peace and unity; 
no matter which our nation or what our opinion. One recognises 
that friendships and pity are common duties: in short, contemplation 
will level all our faults of temperament.” On January 7th, 1774, he 
writes to the great philosopher |) Alembert: “I treat men with 
kindness, without making differences. whatever religion they may 
belong to.” On February Ist, 1768, to Marie Antonie of Saxony: 
“One can live together with Jesuits, Bonzen, Talapoinen, Ismans 
and Rabbis without being bitten or eaten alive by them.” And on 
October 16th, 1770, again to D’Alembert: “Our religions of to-day 
are as little a religion of Christ as they are a religion af lrokese 
Indians: Jesus was a Jew; we burn! the Jews. Jesus taught 
patience; we persecute. Jesus taught morals; we do not act 
morally.”’ 

This is the hero of the Nazis! One wonders if they have ever 
read his letters ! 


Nailing a Familiar Lie. 
Interesting Experiment at Essen. 


|From a Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 

The anti-Semitic agitation fostered by the National Socialists 
and such-like parties has already resulted in the renascence of many 
medieval legends and accusations as to the occult practices and 
gruesome teachings of the Jewish religion. Constant references to 
the Talmud, the Elders of Zion, Chassidism and the Kabbalah con- 
nected with grim religious rites supposedly practised by Jews have 
found of late a fertile soil in the ready credence of the German 
populace. So much so that it was deemed necessary by the Jewish 
communities to combat the movement by a dissemination of correct 
nformation about Jewish religion and Jewish customs. It certainly 


& 
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is sad that such measures have to be taken in the twentieth century, - 


but the interest shown by the public proves beyond all doubt how 
necessary this education still is. 

The initiative for this move belongs to the Kehillah of Essen, 
which was the first to arrange a series of public lectures under the 
general title of: “Does Secret Jewish Teaching Exist?” The 
lectures were held in the synagogue and were attended by large 
audiences, the majority of whom were Christians. One lecture 
wat devoted to Talmud; another to the practical and theoretical 
foundations of Jewish mysticism; a third was on Chassidiem. 

The Christian public listened throughout with great attention, 
and at the end of each lecture asked many questions as to the origin 
and the ritual of Jewish customs. 

It is intended to continue this interesting experiment of 
enlightening the Christians about their neighbours’ religion and their 
spiritual life. The example set by Essen has now been followed by 
a number of other Jewish Communal Organisations. 


Continued Anti-Semitic Rioting in Vienna. 
Influence of a Film. 

The anti-Semites in Vienna are continuing their rioting against 
the performance of the film “All Quiet on the Western Front.” 
They are molesting Jews in the streets and breaking windows in 
Jewish houses and shops. About thirty rioters have been arrested. 

A panic now prevails among the Jewish shopkeepers at Leopold- 
stadt (the Jewish quarter) in connection with the decision of a 
local cinema to show the film. The Jewish shopkeepers are 
imploring the proprietor of the cinema not to show the picture and 
suggest that the safest place for the performance of the film is the 
non-Jewish Socialist Labour qturter of Vienna. 

It is stated that the riots ‘in Vienna against the film “Al 
Quiet on the Western Front” are being instigated by the Hugenberg 
German Nationalist film concern. 


Polish-Jewish Amity. 
Hopeful Conferences. 
a 

Renewed efforts are now being made here to reach an under- 
standing between Jews and Poles, with a view to securing Jewish 
co-operation in matters affecting the country as a whole. This 
time the initiative comes from the “ Institute for the Study of the 
National Minorities’ Problem,” a body organised by Polish intel- 
lectuals anxious to settle the conflicts with the minorities in a 
satisfactory and amicable manner. 

In the more progressive political circles here, it has always 
been considered as a very unwisé policy on the part of the Govern. 
ment needlessly to antagonise the Jewish population, which is, 
after all, the only national minority without either territorial claims 
or any other demands affecting the status or frontiers of the Polish 
Republic. 

So far there have already been held three private conferences 
between representative Poles and Jews. These meetings have been 
held in the homes of Adolf Peretz, the well-known authority on 
economics, Mr. Osnrolovsky, the former General Commissary of the 
Eastern provinces, and Deputy Professor Ponikovsky, the former Prime 
Minister. The questions discussed concerned mainly the ways and 
means of bringing about a rapprochement between the Jewish and 
the Polish populations. It is not suggested to renew the agreement 
between the Jews and the present Government, once concluded 
between the late Dr. Reich and Mr. Grabsky. The consensus of 
opinion was that the growing estrangement between the two sections 
of the population, whose interests were after all quite identical, was 
harmful to both of them. 

The Jewish representatives, among whom were included leading 
personalities of all groups, drew the attention of the Poles primarily 
to the growing pauperisation of the Jewish masses, which affected 


' adversely the economic life of the whole country. They demanded 


from the Government definite steps, as without some practical 


* co-operation from it no real relief for Polish Jewry was possible. 


It is hoped here that these preliminary parleys will in the end 
actually lead to a better understanding and to more congenial rela- 
tions between the Poles and the Jews, especially in view of the 
conciliatory attitude towards the Government adopted in the new 
Sejm by the Jewish deputies. At any rate, there can be no doubt 
of the sincerity of the wish of both to settle their differences with- 
out any interference from outside, if possible. 


The Polish Colonisation Rumour. 
Angola not for the Jews. 
(From our Correspondent—WaAggaw.. 

Several Jewish newspapers have reportéd an attempt of the 
Polish Government to buy Angoia for Jewish colonisation. The 
news originated from Vilna, and was said tocome from the relatives 
of Marshal Pilsudski, the dictator of Poland. Marshal Pilsudski, 
who is now spending a holiday’at Madeira was to complete the 
transaction. But unfortunately the news was untrue, much to the 
disappointment of Polish Jews, especially those who at the last 
elections voted for Pilsudski’s party. 

Yet the plan ofggetting a colony for Poland is not so fantastic 
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as it may appear. Andit is not unlikely tat it will be Angola. 
Poland needs a colonisation centre. This has been felt since Poland 
recovered her independence and is becoming more urgent now 
when all other countries have closed their doors to Polish 
emigrants. The Polish Government has mile several attempts to 
acquire a piece of land in Africa. A special “ Colonisation League ” 
has been founded, and a number of Polish settlers have been directed 
to Portuguese Africa. The work has been going on quietly though 
with the full support of the Government. Now a larger contingent of 
emigrants is to be directed to Angola. Pilsudski’s visit to Portugal, 

it is true, has been undertaken primarily for the inaprovement of 
his health. But at the same time Pilsudski is to take steps with a 
view to getting a clear idea of what the Portuguese Government 
intends to do about selling Angola or allowing Polish emigrants to 
settle there. 

According to the opinion of those near to Pilsudski and the 
Polish Foreign Office. which has been dealing with the subject for 
the last three years, it is improbable that Portugal will sell Angola, 
though Poland would be ready to pay a handsome price for it. A 
colony in Africa would, it ig considered, raise Poland to the rank of 
a first-rate power and put her above Germany, who lost her colonies 
there. 

Pilsudski is expected to obtain certain concessions for Polish 
settlers in Angola. After that a large emigration schems is to be 
started. There are thousands of landless Polish peasants who will 
be only too willing to go there. Whether Jews, too, will com? into 
consideration is not certain. So far nothing definite has been said 
about Jews in this respect. But it is very likely that should 
Pilsudski obtain favourable concessions for Polish settlers in Angola, 
as he is expected to, Jews will share the advantages. 


Brith Milah in Warsaw Prison.

Ceremony in Unusual Surroundings. 


| From a Correspondent.—WARSAW.| 


An unusual ceremony, unique both as to circumstances and its 
participants, took place last week in the women’s division of the 
Warsaw prison. Ten prominent Ortho lox Jews headed by a repre- 
sentative of the Kehilah attended a Brith Milah performed on a 
Jewish child born in the prison hospital. 

The infa1t’s mother was sentenced to three years’ imprisonment 
for the distribution of Communist literature, and on the sixth month 
of imprisonment gave birth toa male child. The grandparents of 
the boy, anxious for him to become a kasher Jew, obtained permis- 
sion for the rite of circumcision to be performed in the prison 
hospital. The father of the boy, who was also in prison at the time, 
was not allowed to attend, but the grandfathers came all the way 
from Sosnowice. 

After the ceremony was performed according to the Jewish ritual 
the child was taken back to his mother and the minyan stayed on in 
a room, especially set for it, to partake of the customary refresh.

Jewish Students’ Conference in France. 


A Refuge from Persecution. 


The Fourth Conference of Jewish Students’ Organisations m 
France has been held in Paris with thirty delegates present. It 
was stated that 10,000 Jewislstudents were studying in France, 
where they had come because of the persecution which prevented 
them from studying in the Universities of their own countries. 
Various speakers referred to the difficult economic position of 
foreign Jewish students in France. Plans were considered for help- 
ing them. Difficulties in the sphere of international student organ- 
isation were also discussed, and it was mentioned that much help 
had been given to Jewish students by the International Students’ 
Organisations. 

The Conference discussed the failure of the last assembly of the 
World Conference of the Jewish Students and the consequent inac. 


™" tivity of the World Organisation of Jewish Students since then. 


The Conference expressed itself in favour ef holding another World 
Conference to renew Jewish Students’ activities. 

The Conference also decided in favour of conducting a cultural 
campaign among the Jews in France, and it recommended that the 
Jewish students should be the pioneers of the campaign. Various 
economic plans, too, were adopted by the Conference for the purpose 
of assisting needy students. 

A strong protest was adopted against the British policy in 
Palestine and the Passfield White Paper, 

After a lively debate, the Conference decided to retain in its 
constitution the clause which dealt with the assistance of tue 
students in the Zionist work in Palestine. The Bundist (Socialists) 
and Communist delegates opposed the resolution and threatened to 
leave the Organisation if the Palestine clause was retained. The 
Conference also adopted a resolution condemning the anti-Semitic 
riots in the Universities in various countries, as well as the agita- 
tion in favour of a numerus clausus against the Jews. 

With reference to the influx of Jewish students from Eastern 
Europe into France, a resolution was adopted declaring that it. was 
necessary that smaller numbers of Jewish students from abroad 
should come to France in view of the conditions in the country. 


The Patriotism of Hungarian Jews. 
Protest Against de-Magyarisation. 
‘From a Correspondent—PRAGUE. | 

The ‘over- pindous patriotism of Hungarian Jews is almost pro- 
verbial ; frequently it is so excessive as to border on the ridiculous. 
As, for instance, when the’Union of Hungarian Jews appealed to the 

“ Jewry of the World” to join in the protest against the de-Magyarisa- 
tion of Hungarian Jews in Czecho-Slovakia. 

Why the “Jews of the World” should take it to heart or feel 
especially aggrieved because a number of former Hungarian subjects 
in Czecho-Slovakia are in supposed danger of ceasing to be Magyars, 
is left unexplained by the Union of Hungarian Jews, who, now the 
the Hungarian Government is urging them, have discovered the 
existence of the rest of the Jewish world, affiliation to whom they 
have always strenuously denied. 

In this appeal, signed by Samuel Shern, they complain that, 
during the general census in Czecho- Slovakias some Jews, who by 
their language, culture and upbringing ought to regard themselves 
as Hungarians, have failed to register themselves as such, It is 
alleged that "the authorities exercised undue pressure in order to 
make the Hungarian minority appear smaller than it actually is. 

Whether or not the facts are such as alleged, is a matter which 
will be in due course decided upon by the League of Nations, before 
which a complaint has been lodged by the Hungarian Government. 
But, so far as the Jews concerned are affected they would have 
certainly done better to adopt the simple and straightforward way of 
registering themselves as Jews, considering that the Czecho-Slovakian 
Government ‘met the Jewish demands in this respect and enabled 
every Jew to answer the question of his nationality by stating that 
he was a Jew. 

The Czech press remarks sarcastically, in this connection, that 


= protest coming from a country classic for its anti-Semitism, and 


where the numerus clausus is still in existence, is rather grotesque. 
The Hungarian Jews living in Czecho-Slovakia have little incentive 
to stick to their Magyar heritage. 


Conference of Dutch Chief Rabbis. 


Denunciation of the Reform Movement. 
[From our Correspondent.—AMSTERDAM©. | 

The recent institution of a branch in the Hague of the World 
Union of * Liberal” Judaism called forth a strong denunciation by 
the Conference of Dutch Chief Rabbis which met in Amsterdam a 
few days after the branch was officially set up. The movement, 
declared the Conference unanimously, was devoid of any positive 
Jewish foundation, although its prime movers attempted to give it 
a so-called Jewish colouring. The-Conference spoke its conviction 
that Dutch Jewry would not tolerate this new importation and 
would refuse to support it in any way. 

Presiding at a meeting of the Amsterdam United Synagogue 
Council, the Chairman remarked that in the interests of Judaism, 
they must be prepared, with all the forces at their disposal, to 
counteract the Reform Movement and its assimilative tendencies. 
In the meantime Chief Rabbi Maarsen, of the Hague, has published 
a brochure in which he attempts to show the “ hollowness” on 
which the “ Liberal” Movement is founded. 


Jewish Education in Aden. 
[From a Correspondent.—ADEN. | 

The “Selim Girl School” in Aden has re-opened after an 
interval of six months, and another Headmistress, Miss Ahuva 
Hayutman, has arrived from Palestine to continue teaching Hebrew 
on modern lines. 

With the increasing pressure on accommodation at the School 
it has become necessary to provide a spacious building, and Mr. 
Selim Menahem Messa is to be highly commended for his generosity 
in bearing the whole expenditure of the new building, which it is 
estimated will cost Rs. 50,000 when completed. 

In this connection, attention should be drawn to the more 
pressing need of the education of the Jewish boys. It is hoped that 
someone will follow the excellent example of Mr. Selim M. Messa by 
providing a qualified staff for the Boys’ School, as the present 
system of teaching is archaic and leaves much to be desired. It may 
be noted that the education of the Jewish boys here has long been 


-a problem. 


it would scem that the embargo upon the employment of Jews in 
Government Offices in Aden will be removed by the action of the 
Resident, Sir Stewart Symes. Hitherto, Sabbath observance has 
been held as a difficulty, but it has been pleaded by Mr. Bentob M.

AT a Banquet of the Jewish Education Associatidn held in New York, 
110,000 dollars was raised for Jewish education. : 

THE Agrojoint has formulated plans for the settlement of Jewish 
colonists in Crimea during 1931. It is stated that the number of new 
colonists under the care of the Agrojoint will number between 5,000 and 
9,000. 

PROFESSOR MOsks GOMBERG has been elected President of the 
American Chemical Society. 

THE Polish Government has prohibited the showing of the film 
“ All Quiet on the Western Front.” 

A CHRISTIAN restaurant owner of Wolkowysk, in Eastern Poland, is 
sending his only son to a Hebrew “ Tarbut ” School, 

AT Radom (Poland), an anti-Semitic Polish pupil has stabbed his 
Jewish school-fellow Chaim Farba, aged twelve. This was a direct 
result of the anti-Semitic agitation conducted at the school. 

THE Warsaw Court has sentenced Mr. Kowaltchick to imprisonment 
for eight years for killing a Jew, Mr. Spreiregen, in a street in Warsaw a 
few months ago, because he objected to him speaking Yiddish. 

A CONFERENCE will be held in Maehrisch-Ostrau, Czecho-Slovakia, 
early this month of all Jewish partics in the country for the purpose of 
establishing a united Jowish State Party. 

THE question of whether a Jew has the right to divorce his wife 
hecause she insists on observing Christmas is being decided by a Rabbi 
in Warsaw. 

AN International Congress of Orthodox Jewish Youth under the name 

of “ Zeirei Agudath Israel” has been held at Danzig. , 
. Dr. O. LEIBOWITZ. the Director of the Sanatorium in Hamburg 
(Germany), has stated in a speech at a meeting of the Jewish Historical 
Society in amsterdam that the first woman doctor in the world was a 
Jewess, named Rebecca Zerliue, who. had a practice at Frankfort 
(Germany) in 1430, and who gained grea’ fame as an oculist. 

THE well-known suburb of Kovno, Slobodka, has elected Rabbi Joseph 
Susmanovitch to be the head of the world-famous YVeshibah there. 

A TRAGIC catastrophe has occurred at Horodenko, in Galicia, in a 
Jewish ritual bath. As a result of the explosion of a boiler, twenty-five 
Jewish women and girls were seriously injured, ten of them fatally. 

For the third time within the past fow weeks thieves have visited the 
tobacconist’s shop of Messrs. Angel, Botibol and Co., in Wood Lane Tube 
Station, Shepherd’s Bash. They succeeded in smashing a window and 
secured a substantial haul of cigars, cigarettes and tobacco. They used 
acar, which had been stolen in the West End and, having unloaded it, 
abandoned the vehicle at Shepherd's Bush.

definitely become a living language. “ The 170,000 Jews in Palestine 
had created more in the field of literature than the rest of world 
Jewry put together.” 

Mr. Bialik, who paid his first visit to London in the early part 
of 1926, is very hopeful as to the future of Palestine. 

“There is no doubt whatever in my mind,” he said, “ that 
Palestine will eventually be a Jewish Palestine. We do not want 
to throw the Arabs out of the country, and it is realised that the 
more Jews who come into the country the greater is the scope for 
work both for Jews and Arabs.” 

The whole of the recent trouble in Palestine was due, he 
declared, to a few Arab agitators, but for whom the relationship 
between the two peoples would be of a most cordial character. 

Mr. Bialik mentioned that he had read in translation some of 
the most noted writers, that he admired Shaw for his wit, but his 
preference was for the old English classics, notably Charles Dickens 
and Shakespeare.

The Palestine Movement. 


The Zionist Organisation. 
A PARLOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


[From a Correspondent}. 


The Zionist Organisation is now passing through a serioug 
internal crisis which will no doubt have its bearing on the outcome 
of the next Congress. It primarily affects the position within the 
Movement of Dr. Weizmann and his supporters. To judge 
by the recent events, both the coalition, which has supported Dr, 
Weizmann’s leadership for the last six years, as well as the pact with 
the non-Zionists, which has resulted in the establishment of the 
mixed Jewish Agency, are unable to withstand the severe test of 
these crucial times. 

Already, at the meeting of the Actions Committee in Berlin, 
where Dr. Weizmann delivered his speech upon the bi-National State, 
and the Mizrachi, a constituent body of the World Zionist Organi- 
sation which is represented on the Executive, have voiced in a most 
unmistakable manner, their disagreement with Dr. Weizmann’s 
views and policy. Prompted, however, by the desire to maintain 


- unity during the negotiations with the Government and until the 


Congress, the Mizrachi allowed their representatives to remain on 
the Executive of the Zionist Organisation and the Agency. The 
digsension, however, came to.a head in a more drastic manner during 
the last few months, when the Executive and the Political Committee 
appointed by the last Actions Committee had to formulate the 
Zionist demands and proposals for submission to the Government in 
connection with the negotiations concerning the White Paper. It 
is supposedthat Dr. Weizmann is more inclined to accept the com- 
promising views of the non-Zionist members of the Agency Executive 
than those of his colleagues elected by the Congress and of the 
Political Committee appointed by the Actions Committee. On several 
occasions important statements of policy agreed upen by the Zionist 
Executive and the Political Committee were modified by Dr. 
Weizmann after consultation with the non-Zionist members of the 
Agency Executive. This, naturally, caused serious resentment, 


Resignation o! Dr. Meir Berlin. 


The attitude of Dr. Weizmann and, particularly, his attempt to 
withold from members of the Zionist Executive important docu- 
ments relating to the negotiations, has this week brought about the 
resignation from the Executive of the Jewish Agency of Rabbi Meir 
Berlin, the leader of the Mizrachi. Rabbi Berlin found it impossible 
to continue, in the circumstances, sharing responsibility for the 
actions and policy of the Executive. He will also resign from the 
Executive of the Zionist Organisation before the meeting of the 
Actions Committee which has been called to assemble in London on 
Wednesday next, unless he can be otherwise persuaded. 

The resignation of Rabbi Berlin may lead to the withdrawal of 
the representatives of the Radical Party from the Political Committee 
on which they agreed to serve following the decision of the Actions 
Committee to “hold a watching brief"’ on the activities of the 
Executive during the negotiations. ' 


A great deal of dissatisfaction has also been caused by the 
unexpected decieion of the Zionist Executive to convoke a meeting 
of the Actions Committee six weeks before the Congress which was 
scheduled to be opened in Carlsbad on February 24th. The motives 
for the extraordinary session of the Actions Committee have 
hgen given out to be the financial position of the Zionist 
Organisation and the possibility that the negotiations with the 
Government will not be concluded in time for the opening of the 
Congress. Both arguments, however, are considered immaterial, 
The Actions Committee, by its very nature, is unable to solve in a 
few days the financial problem. As to the negotiations with the 
Government, there seems to be no necessity that the present leader. 
ship should conclude them, thus placing before the Congress a 
fait accompli. 

| Playing for Time. 

What is really behind the move, which involves a considerable 
expenditure of money and energy, is the renewed attempt to retain 
the present leadership in power. Itis hoped that if the Congress 
is postponed the Executive may be able to obtain satisfactory con- 
cessions from the Government, to patch up the differences within 
the Agency and so to influence the elections in the desired direction. 
The state of mind of the Jewish public to-day gives the Zionist 
Executive little encouragement as regards the possibility of leaving 
things as they have been up till now. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the Executive will succeed in inducing the Actions Com- 
mittee to postpone the convocation of the Congress, asthe Mizrachi, 
the Revisionists, the Radicals, and a considerable number of general 
Zionists are in favour of bringing to an end the present unsettled 
condition in the Movement which threatens further to weaken it. 

- It is understood that in the event of the Actions Committee 
refusing to follow the advice of the Executive, the latter may 
resign, leaving it to the Actions Committee to form a temporary 
Executive to conduct the affairs of the Organisations until the 
Congress. 

The results of the elections to the Jewish National Council 
in Palestine which haye shown a large increase of the 
Revisionist vote have produced a deep impression in the circles 
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of the Zionist Executive. They are considered as an indication of 
the possible outcome of the elections to Congress. 

Things within the Jewish Agency are no better. The financial 
difficulties“have frightened away nians‘of the norfZionists.” 
financial Committee of the Jewish Agency, at its meeting /in Berlin, 
has recommended drastic reductions in expenditure and | number 
of measures which imperil the very existence of the edlcational 
and health services new maintained from the budget of the Agency. 
These recommendations are of such sweeping nature that they are 
likely to deepen further the éxisting gwp between the Zionist and 
the non-Zionist view. It is characteristic that should the Congress 
be held in February it is, contrary to the constitution of the Agency, 
not intended to convoke at the same time a meeting of the Agency 
Council. Such an unconstitutional course will create new diffi- 
culties as the Council has to ratify many of the decisions taken 
by the Zionist Congress. At the same time it may perhaps give to 
the Congress an opportunity once again to reconsider the whole 
problem of the Mixed Agency, which has proved to be a palpable 
failure. 


Emergency Meeting of Actions Committee. 
THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


An emergency meeting of the Zionist Actions Committee has 
been convened in London to considertthe financial position of the 
Zionist Organisation. and the proposed! cuts in the budget recom- 
mended by the finance Committee of the Jewish Agency. It is 
expected that the meeting will open on Monday next. 

Although the primary object of the meeting is the question of 
finance, the Exccutive will probably report to the Actions Committee 
on its negotiations with the British Government, and the members 
of the Actions Committee will have an opportunity of expressing 
an opinion on them. It is also expected that the meeting will 
discuss Congress problems, and the agenda of the next Zionist 
Congress.

A NEW ATTITUDE TO NATIONALISM. 


[From a Correspondent.—Nuw York.| 


Zionism in America is undoubtedly going through a crucial | 
period just now. Yet, to an impartial observer, it is just as unques- ; 


tionable that out of the depths of this very crisis there is slowly - 
emerging a new attitude toward Jewish Nationalism and the Jewish 


National Home. 
An increasingly large number of .American Zionists, who 
heretofore. were quite content to remain onlookers, or, at best, mere 
‘financial contributors toward the Movement, are gradually ceasing 
to regard it as “a good thing for the other fellow,” and are beginning 
to look at Palestine as a possibie solution of their own problem and 


a place where the Jewish National ideal may be realised for them- 
selves. This is particularly noticeable among the younger 
generation. 

Whatis occufritig“how in Ani@fita ‘is talled here an 
* activisation ” of Zionism, which is losing the more or less abstract 
interest it had formerly held for the American Jews, and is becoming 
® much more personal affair with tiem. ‘This attitude is rapidly 
gaining popularity among the youth of the country. In 1929, a total 
of 805 Jews left the United States to settle permanently in Hrets 
Yisfacl. These new immigrants were a real boon to Palestine, being 
so much better equipped in every respect than their East European 
brethren. The majority of them, 202 to be exact, entered the 
country under the category of “capitalists,” having brought into it 
over £600,000. 

This year the number of American Chalutzim who went to 

Palestine was still greater. ‘In fact, during the past two months 
alone the Zionist Organisation of America received requests from 
150 Jewish young men and women for visas to go as Chalutzim to 
Palestine. 
- The present economic crisis in the United States with its 
inevitable disillusionment and disappointment in a business career 
and material success, will no doubt further tend to develop and 
strengthen the movement, bringing a more spiritual and a deeper 
Jewish interest into the life of American Jewry. 


Break-Down of Allied Jewish Campaign. 


A MEAGRE RESULT. 


OPINIONS ON CONGRESS POSTPONEMENT. 
[From our Correspondent—New York.) 


The Allied Jewish campaign closed last week, having secured 
only one-third of the six million dollar figure which wasthe goal of 
the campaign. Two new campaigns are to: be launched in the 


coming year, one for the Joint Distribution Committee and the. 


other the American Palestine Campaign of the Jewish Agency. The 
National Conference initiating the Palestine campaign will be held 
in New York on January 25th. 

’ In commenting on the failure of the Allied Campaign, the Jnwisn 
TRIBUNE states that American Jewry has lost a remarkable oppor- 
tunity of co-operating actively and permanently as a unit in the 
upbuilding of Palestine. The fact that Palestine Jewry is extremely 
disappointed at the failure of the campaign, is seen in the demand 
of the DAvAR and HAARgETz for emergetic action which will result in 
a vigorous Palestine drive by American Zionist leaders. The DAVAR® 
attacks the leadership of Judge Mack and Mr. Jacob de Haas 
declaring: “They must stait energetic activity immediately if they 
do not wish for a revival of the demand for a change in the hdministra- 
tion of Zionism.” It is widely felt among Zionists that the Congress 
should not be held in February because it would be a battle-ground 
for conflicting factions. Rabbi Barnet Brickner, a noted Zionist 
leader, suggests that the Congress should be convened after a 
General Election has been held in Great Britain, which might resulé 
in the formation of a new Government and the clearing up of the 
India problem. The Yiddish paper Der ToG supports the postpone-. 
ment of the Congress on the grounds that there is no programme for 
discussion.

resign from his post within the next few months. It is common 
knowledge that his policy has been hostile to the Zionists from 
beginning toend;and iam now told that he strongly resents any 
attempt by the Government to modify the policy set forth in the 
White Paper. It is quite obvious that Sir John cannot remain long 
in office, and, already, there will 
succeed him. The suggestion that Sir Ronald Storrs will be the 
next High Commissioner is’ pure guess-work; as I &m‘asstred that 
his name has not even been considered in authoritative quarters. 
One proposal is that Sir John Hope Simpson should fill the vacancy 
when it arises, but my information is that a majority of Cabinet 
Ministers are definitely against his appointment. 

In recent weeks, I have exclusively predicted that the Zionist 
Congress would not meet in February despite the official announce- 
ment by the Zionist Executive. Recent events strongly confirm 
that view, and the latest demand from the American. Zionists that 
Congress should not meet until the present negotiations with the 
Government are completed, strengthens the probability of a post- 
ponement. It isapt to be overlooked that the American demand for 
delay comes from the pro-Weizmann group of Zionists, and there is 
reason to believe that the Zionist leaders in London have hada 
good deal to do with the announcement of the objection from 
America to a February Congress. As I have several times pointed 
out, Dr. Weizmann and his friends are taking it for granted that the 
date of the opening of the Congress will be postponed, in order to 
fit in with their policy of a personal triumph. 

Lord Melchett's Zionist Imfivence. 


At the Lord Melchett Memorial Meeting last Monday evening, I 
sat next to a well-known industrialist, who told me that Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, Secretary for the Dominions, who was the principal 
speaker, had been a close personal friend of the Late Lord Melchett. 
Mr. Thomas placed much reliance on Lord Melchett's judgment and 
advice in industrial affairs. As a Zionist, the late Peer was 
frequently in touch with Mr. Thomas on vital political questions. 
When the recent White Paper was issued, Mr. Thomas, | am 
told, was very much upset. He had not been consulted regarding 
the new policy to which he is strongly opposed, and he appealed te 
Lord Melchett and others not to be too hard; and he personally 
undertook to influence his Cabinet colleagues in favour of the 


Zionists. It will be recalled that in 1924, in the first Labour . 


Government, Mr. Thomas was in charge of the Palestine problem as 
Colonial Minister; and in Zionist circles, regret has often been 
expressed that he did not return to that office.

An Early Victorian Political Zionist. 


From Mr. SERTRAM B. BENAS, B.A., LL.B. 


To the Editor of Tae JewisH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—The case of Habershon v. Vardon dealing with the bequest of a 
Gentile testator towards a fund for “ the political restoration of the Jews 
to Jerusalem and to their own land” dated 1842, which Mr. Ernest 
Lesser brought to the notice of readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in the 
issue of the 19th ult. is republished in the “ Revised Reports,” volume 87 
at page 448: and this edition has particular interest having regard to the 
observations of the learned editor, Sir Frederick Pollock, K.C., in the 
preface to the volume. On page vi. of the preface Sir Frederick observes: 
“Habershon v. Vardon p.448, shows us a somewhat artless precursor of 
the movement now called Zionism. The Court seems to have been 
remarkably anxious to preserve * our amicable relations with the Sublime 
Porte’ though the Crimean War was hardly casting its shadow before so 
early as 1851. Or perhaps at that time a robust view prevailed as to the 
expediency of discouraging eccentric charitable bequests.” The learned 
editor proceeds to show that this must have been the case, having regard 
to other decisions (reported in the same volume contemporaneonsly) in 
which Jewish interests were not involved. It is interesting to note that 
twenty-four years ago (the date of the publication of the volume of the 
“Revised Reports ” referred to) Zionism had evoked sufficient estimation 
of importance to find its way into a serious book of practical utility of 
general concern. 

Mr. Lesser clearly brought the case to the notice of your readers with 
a view to ascertaining something as to the identity of the testator Nadir 
Baxter, but once the case and the terms of the judgment have been placed 
again to the fore, it is perhaps desirable to prevent a cursory glance 
at the judgment resulting in an envisagement of then current justice 
wholly unfair to the principles which have been the rule in the adminis- 
tration of English Law, a contingency not impossible among lay readers 
unfamiliar with the Law Reports. The only discussion on the case 
which the books, so far as anything more than mere citation is con- 
cerned, have curiously neglected is contained in Tyssen on “ Charitable 
Bequests,” where on’ page 177 (I quote from the Ist edition), the late 
learned author writes : “We may observe that there was nothing in the 
terms of the bequest to indicate that the testator contemplated uncon- 
stitutional measures for effecting his object. The case, therefore, is an 
authority on ali gifts for promoting alterations in the constitution of 
foreign countries, whatever means may be employed for effecting such 
alterations; and we submit that the same principle would apply for gifts 
for promoting alterations in our own laws, at least when such gifts are 
not framed as gifts to existing associations.” Bs 

Mr. Tyssen chserved on the same page that an association of such a 
nature is not a charitable association. The effect of a gift for the purpose 
mentioned when no association exists to carry it out is void, since the gift 
is not a charity nor a gift for the benefit of any individuals, since there is 
nothing to define the recipients of it. It should be mentioned that the 
late learned author who wrote the article on “ Charities ” in the “ Encyclo- 
pedia of the Laws of England " observes that the cases on trusts for 
objects in foreign countries are not satisfactory and among these he cites 
Habershon-v.-Vardon. , Sofar as I have been able to ascertain, Habershon- 
v.-Vardon has never since been cited ina reported case. In the form of 
the report as contained in Mr. Lesser 8 letter it would not appear that the 
gift of £500 by the testator to the Bishopric of Jerusalem was held to be a 
valid bequest. In fact, as can be seen from the report of the = bo 
reported in 17 Law Times 196 and 15 J urist Reports 961, it was pct bs 
all Counsel appearing that the gift to the Bishopric was a good charitable 
gift—an indisputable legal submission, it may be added, notwithstanding 
that the testator regarded the Bishopric as a step towards “the move-

The Assephat Hanivcharim. 
SWEEPING VICTORY FOR REVISIONISTS AND LABOUR.

Wednesday, 

The returns in the voting for the Assephat Hanivcharim which 
was held on Monday, show that 48,000 Jewish voters polled through- 
out Eretz Yisrael, including 10,000 in Jerusalem, 17,000 in Tel-Aviv, 
or fifty-three per cent. of the total Jewish electorate. The Palestine 
Jewish Labour Party heads the list with about 25,000 votes. The 
Revisionists are second with 9,000. All other parties have been 
practically wiped out so that it is likely therefore that the Jewish 
Labourites and the Revisionists will share even honours in the 
Assephat. 

The Revisionists have increased their poll from six per cent. to 
twenty per cent. on the total since the last pollings in 1922. This is 
mainly owing to the Passfield White Paper issue and the intensive 
campaign waged by the Revisionists, as well as to Mr. Jabotinsky's 
personality which captured a large proportion of the Sephardi vote, 
This result is undoubtedly bound to influence the Congress elections, 

The Doar Hayom this morning demands the invalidation of the 
elections, alleging that many of the ballot papers have been forged 
in favour of the Labourites. 


Changes in Palestine Administration. 
WEAKNESS OF THE HIGH COMMISSIONER. 
From a Correspondent—JEKxvsaLem. | 

It is more than probable that serious changes will soon be 
effected in the personnel of the Palestine administration. Whether 
most of the higher officials will be transferred to other countries or 
only some of them, there is going to be a good deal of reshifting 
done. The forthcoming resignation of Sir John Chancellor, the High 
Commissioner himself, is at any rate considered here to be a 
certainty. When Sir John leaves the country for his summer holiday 
early next June, he is not expected toreturn to Palestine. It is said 
here that he has on several occasions expressed the desire to be 
relieved of the arduous duties of governing Palestine, which he found 
far too complicated and too difficult for his liking. 

Also, the disagreements between the Colonial Office and Sir 
John, who is outspokenly opposed to the present parleys with the 
Jewish Agency just as he is to any modification of the White Paper 
in favour of the Jews, are too serious to be smoothed over lightly. 
It seems that the High Commissioner committed himself, in his 
negotiations with the Arabs to the extent of making it imvossible 
for him to stay in the event of any modification of the White Paper. 

The Jewish population bas no cause to regret Sir John's 
resignation, even though he has always tried to maintain an equit- 
able and irreproachably civil attitude towards the Jews, albeit 
untempered by any warmth or actual! friendliness. He has, how- 
ever, shown himself incapable in the task of facilitating the estab. 
lishment of a Jewish National Home. A weak man, ke was almost 
entirely under the influence of his officials and, at the first conflict, 
gave way too readily to the threats of the Arabs. 

It is no secret here that the White Paper owes a great deal to 
the present High Commissioner and that he was personally instru- 
mental in the drafting of the scheme for a Legislative Council with 
an Arab majority. It is said that when advising the Government 
regarding the new policy to be pursued in Palestine, Sir John 
assured them that, except for a small troublesome section, the 
majority of Palestinian Jewry and of Zionists generally, could 
eventually and without great difficulty, be persuaded to accept the 
White Paper. His judgment, as he had to admit, was erroneous. 


Jewish Labour Troubles. 
THE ORANGE PICKING.

It is to be deplored that at a time like this, when the need of the 
hour is unity, there should be clashes between Jewish labourers and 
Jewish farmers over the question of employment. Picking in the 
orange-groves is at its height, and the labourers declare that the 
farmers employ too high a percentage of non-Jewish hands, the latter 
working for 2s. to 3s. per day. The minimum for Jewish labourers 
is 8s. 6d. to 4s. per day. Moreover, the farmers contend, some of the 
fruit in the groves is sold outright to Arab speculative merchants, 
who pay the growers a fixed amount, based on an average calculation, 
the Arabs doing the picking and packing with their own labourers. 

The Jewish labourers claim that the Jewish farmers should 
have a clause in their contracts of sale, stipulating the employment 
of a minimum percentage of Jewish labour by the Arab dealers. 

The conflicts which have occurred at Ness Ziona and Petah- 
Tikvah (where 63 persons were arrested and tried) are but an out- 
come of a situation that has been dragging on for years, and for 
which no suitable remedy has been found. Mr. Rutenberg is now ° 
said to be intervening. The situation at Petah-Tikvah is all the 
more aggravated owing to the economic depression, caused by the 
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financial difficulties of the leading co-operative credit society, in 
which there are said to be @efalcations and other losses amounting 
to £10,000. Some 800 members of the working and artisan classes, 
will be affected unless the society is re-organised. 


High Salaries of Zionist Officials. 
PALESTINE PRESS CRITICISMS.

in view of the frequent inquiries with regard to the salaries 
which Zionist officials receive in Palestine, the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency, the Keren Hayesod and the Jewish National Fund 
have now published statements on the salaries of their officials, as 
well as of the members of the Executive. The Executive of the 
Jewish Agency has a total of 149 officials. The highest calary is paid 
to Colonel Kisch who receives £150 per month. The other members 
of the Executive receive £80 per month each. Only 11 officials 
receive salaries exceeding £35 per month, and the rest receive much 
lower salaries. 

The Keren Hayesod has 23 officials, of whom only 10 receive 
salaries ranging between £20 and £25 per month, The rest receive 
much lower salaries. The two Directors of the Keren Hayesod, 
Dr. Hantke and Mr. Yaffe, as well as the Secretary, Mr. Leo 
Herrmann, receive £75 per month each. 

The Jewish National Fund bas 41 officials, mostly receiving 
low salaries. The bighest salary paid by the Jewish National Fund 
amounts to £60 per month. 

The Hebrew Press strongly cricises the high salaries received 
by the members of the Executive and the Directors of the Keven 
Haycsod, in view of the severe financial crisis experienced by the’ 
Zionist funds. It is also noted that the Jewish National Fund alone 
refrains from paying salaries exceeding £60 per month. 


Zionist Financial Crisis in Palestine. 
DELAY IN ALLOTMENT OF CHALUTZIM CERTIFICATES. 


Owing to the big financial crisis experienced by the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency, as a direct consequence of the poor results of 
the Keren Hayesod collections in America, the Executive has decided 
to delay the allotment of the 1,480 Chalutzim certificates issued to 
it by the Government in November. The Executive of the Jewish 
Agency will not allot those certificates to the Chalutsim in Europe 
until its financial position is improved. , 

The members of the Fxecutive have also decided to give their 
sainries for one month to the Keren Hayesod as a special con- 
tribution.

SYMPATHY WITH RELIGIOUS SCRUPLES.

Dr. Drummond Shiels, M.P., Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, ‘received Rabbi Dr. P. Kohn; President of the Agudah 
World Organisation, and Mr. H. A. Goodman, Secretary of its 
Political Executive. The deputation placed before Dr. Shiels the 
considered opinions of the Agudah Organisation in reference to 
recent developments in Palestine. Reference was made to the 
proposed Legislative Council for Palestine, immigration facilities in 
general and particularly for Talmudical students and middle-class 
elements, the Palestine Communities Ordinance, and the recent 
decision for the Sunday closing of the Athlit quarries. 

Dr. Shiels promised to give careful consideration to the pro- 
posals placed befbre him. He re-iterated his friendship towards 
Jewish ideals, but felt that they could only be realised by friendly 
co-operation among all sections of the Palestine population. The 
Athlit decision had been arrived at after much consideration. It 
was not intended as a precedent, and had te2n decided purely for 
economic reasons, as the expense was greatly increased and the 
supervisory staff had been working for seven days a week which had 
militated against their health and eff&ciency. The matter would be 
kept under observation, said Dr. Shiels, and he certainly sympathised 
with the religious scruples put before him by the Agudist delegation.

The Death Penalty. 


From Mr. JOSEPH PORTON, 
To the Editor of Tur JewisH CHRONICLE. 


Sik,— Many, like myself, will hail with satisfaction your recent 
denunciation and strong condemnation » f Capital Punishment. There is 
no justification to regard the abolition of it as a fearful threat to the 
safety of life. The present increase of homicide sufficiently proves that 
the death penalty is no useful deterrent. 

You are perfectly right when you state: “No wonder that Capital 
Punishment was a rarity in ancicnt Palestine, and that the body, which 
during its term of office condemned one man to death, was known as 
‘The Bloody Sanhedrin.” The law of Moses—life for life—-in all pro- 
bability meant that the man’s kindred had to be compensated, as the law 
“ Eye for Eye” was interpreted by our sages. , 

The first tragedy of homicide recorded in tho histo~-y of mankind is 
that of Cain and Abcl, and we find that when Cain rose up against his 
brother Abel and slew him, the Lord immediately appeared. “What 
hast thou done °” he said, “the voice of thy brother's blood crieth unto 
me from the ground.” But instead of pronouncing a death sentence on 
Cain, God said “ Whoroever slayeth Cain, vengeance shan be taken cn 
him sevenfold.” But Cain was not deemed fit to live in human socict’ , 
so the Lord ordered him to dwell in “ The Land of Nod,” which, if 
property translated, means “The land of Exile or banishment.” The 
Hebrew word “ Nod” means cxile. 

Moreover, God gave to Cain “a sign or token” in attestation of the 
promise that his life should be preserved. One Rabbi suggests that the 
“mark ” was one of the letters of the Divine name imprinted on Cain's 
forehead (rathcr an ingenions suggestion that the destruction of man 
means an onslaucht on the Divine). 

Finally, the abolition of the death penalty must be regarded as a 
great step forward in human progress, and in the care for the sanctity of 
ali human lifc.

Ancient Legal Codes. 
UNION OF JEWISH LITERARY SOCIETIES LECTURE, 

Mr. C. J. Gadd, M.A., of the Department of Egyptian and Assyrian 
Antiquities at the British Museum, delivered a lecture, entitled 
“Some Ancient Legal Codes,” to the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies, on Sunday last, at Jews’ College, in the series on ~ The 
Background of the Bible.” Mr. HArry R. Lewis occupied the chair, 
in the absence of the Chief Rabbi. 

In the course of his lecture, Mr. GAapp said that Hammurabi, 
King of Babylon, whose famous Code of Laws was discovered by 
De Morgan, a French excavator, in 1901-2, was not so much a law- 
maker as a codifier of existing laws. At the same time this Semitic 
inscription on a block of basalt represented an unparalleled-achieve- 
ment. Hammurabi probably derived most of the laws from 
the established practices of the Sumerians. According to this code 
there were in Babylon three classes of population, viz., Freemen, 
Slaves and an indefinite intermediate class called Muskalim. The 
foundations of the code were to some extent based upon the 
practices of uncivilised tribes, particularly in regard to punishments, 
as, for example, if a surgean performed an operation which 
resulted in the death of the patient, or was unsuccessful, he 
(the surgeon) might lose his hand. The death penalty was very 
prevalent and most other penalties were savage. The principle of 
Lex Talionis was also incorporated in the Code with adjustments to 
fit the class of both prosecutor and defendant. The extravagant 
wife under this code was liable to slavery; and trial by immersion 
generally resulted in the death by drowning of one of the parties to 
the suit. 

The Assyrian code, continued the lecturer, though written 
seven centuries later was less civilised than the Babylonian and 
much more severe. The position of women as compared to that of 
men was less advantageous and recognition was accorded to two 
marriage states. Mutilation, forced labour, and opportunities for 
private vengeance were penalties of the criminal code. 

The outstanding feature of the Hittite code, he said in con- 
clusion, was the frequent reference to alteration in earlier practices 
and the growing humanity of the laws. This code was also notable 
bezause it included a fixed price list for animals and also a tariff 
for labour.

Hairdressers and the Sabbath. 


From Rabbi I. J, UNTERMAN. 


To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


firn,—The attitude of the East London Hairdressers’ Asscciation 


towards the exemption from Sunday closing granted to Jewish hairdressets ~ 


is, in my opinion,.a matter of grave concern. I doubt if there has ever 
been an occasion hitherto when a group of Jews agreed of their own accord 
to the enforcement of Sunday rest. 

The arguments used in support of their plea are fallacious and irrele- 
vant. In the first place, the argument that it is not religion but financial 
gain which urges some Jews to close on Saturday is cynical, and an argnu- 
ment characteristic of those used in similar casts by pronounced anti- 
Semites. 

Secondly, the assertion that those who wish to close on Saturday 
trespass other religious laws is not to the point. Privileges are granted by 
the Government for the provision of religious requirements even for those 
convicted of the gravest offences and no question has ever been raised as 
to its advisability. 

It is unfortunate that provision was not made to deal with the question 
of closing on the Sabbath from Friday evening till Saturday night— sunset 
time being specifically recognised in statutes dealing with Jews. 

The interests of thousands of Jews and Jewesses who are particularly 
anxious to have their hairdressing done on Sunday, as they observe 
Sabbath and have no other free day for it, are also worthy of consideration. 

How ean we expect non-Jewish public opinion to view with favour any 
special requirements of our faith and our people necessitating a statute in 
the future —if, when such a statute has been enacted in the past, a group 
of our people personally concerned definitely refuse to make use of it? 

The decision of the Hairdressers’ Association must not be allowed to 
pass unchallenged. It is essential that the Jewish Community should 
take up a firm stand against this disgraceful and undisguised contempt 
for our fundamental religious iaseitution—the Sabbath.

Law Reports. 


DIVORCE Court recently, Mr. Justice Bateson grarted 
a decree nisi to Mrs. Fanny Nicholis, of New Hall Road, Broughton 
Park, Manchester, because of the adultery of her husband, DAVID 


NICHOLLS, to whom she was married in 1923 at the United Synagogue, 
Cheetham Hii Road. The swit was not defended. 


PERSONAL INJURIES CLAIM.—At the Whitechapel County Court, 
SIDKEY SOLOVITZ, suing by his father. Emanuel Solovitz, both of 33, 
Lower Chapman Street, Whitechapel, claimed from the DAILY News, 
Ltd., £50 damages for personal injuries. Plaintiff said that he was a 
cabinet-maker and was procecding-from his work on the 25th August on 
his bicycle, when defendants’ motor-van knocked into his bicycle and he 
was thrown to the ground and injured. He alleged that the driver of the 
motor-van was going at a reckless speed. Plaintiff had lost five weeks’ 
wages at £4a week and incurred medical expenses. The defendants denied 
any negligence on the part of their driver, and alleged that the plaintiff 
was himself negligent by emerging from a side turning at an excessive 
speed and on the wrong side of the road, without first ascertaining that it 
was safe to-do so, and without giving any warning. Judge Cluer held that 
the plaintiff had not proved negligence, and gave judgment for the 
defendants with costs. 

DISPUTE OVER FURNITURE.— When the hearing of a case in which 
PARNY EpsTeis, of Great Garden Street, Whitechapel, was summoned 
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_ to pay, but had not fulfilled them. 


by her husband, Simon Epstein, of Synagogue Place, Whitechapel, for 
the alleged theft of a bedroom suite and other articles to the value of £50 
was resumed at the North Londoft Police Court last week, the Magistrate 
(Mr. Basil Watson, K.C.), without calling, on the defendant, dismissed the 
sunmmons. It was alleged that following the dismissal of a summons for 
maintenance brought by the woman against her husband she returned to 
their home at Leswin Road, Stoke Newington, and removed the furniture. 
The husband claimed that he paid for the furniture and produced « 
receipt for it. The woman also prowuces a receipt for the furniture which 
she claimed to be hers. 


NON-PAYMENT OF RATES.—Mr. H. Wiggins, for the West Ham 
rating authority, applied to Mr. A. P. Quicke, Deputy Stipendiary 
Magistrate at West Ham, for the committal to prison of BERNARD HALPERN, 
of The Bay Heuse, Pheasants Way, Rickmansworth, who had failed to 
pay the local rates in respect of Bow Bridge Works, Hunts Lane, 
Stratford, to the amount of £473 0s. 6d. Mr. Wiggins said that the rates 
due went back to April, 1929. The defendant had made several promises 
Mr. Halpern did not appear, anil the 
Magistrate committed him to gaol fer three months, but said he would 
suspend the warrant of arrest for 10 days. 


FINED FOR OBSTRUCTION,--At Tower Bridge Police Court, before 
Mr. Bernard Campion, K.C., JACK FELDMAN, 24, a hawker, of 19, Morris 
Street, Commercial Road, E., was charged with obstructing the footway 
in Tower Bridge Road by placing parcels containing linen for sale on it. 
Police evidence showed that accused was spoken to the week before about 
a similar offence and then gave a false name and address. In answer to 
the Court, it was stated that accused had been fined 40s. in May last for 
a like offence, and that there were three previous convictions. Accused 
said he had applied for a Street Trader's licence from the Bermondsey 
Borough Council but had not been successful although he had sent the 
necessary fee. A fine of 40s. was imposed, with the alternative of a month’s 
imprisonment. 


RECOMMENDED FOR DEPORT ATION.—Before Mr. Boyd, at the 
Westminster Police Court, Rotensera, alias Roperts, 45, 
native of Russia, who was stated to have lived at Avenue Crescent, 
Harehills, Leeds, for the past four years, was charged on a warrant for the 
non-payment of arrears, amounting to £280, due to his wife under a main- 
tenance order. A Liverpool detective said that in 1924 Rotenberg was sent 
to prison for a month for obtaining muney by false pretences. He was 
given money in advance for photographic enlargements, and they were not 
forthcoming. The Magistrate said that the prisoner was an undesirable 
alien. He had been twice convicted for obtaining money by false pretences 
and more recently for not complying with the alien regulations, for which he 
was again before the Court. He would undergo six months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour, and be recommended for deportation. 


ALLEGED RAIDON RAILWAY STATION.-Two men who recently 
crashed in a motor-car into an undertaker’s shop in Bromley Road, S.E., 
were committed for trial at the Bromley Police Court on a charge 
of stealing the car and with breaking and entering Grove Park railway station, 
and stealing property and cash valued at £79 7s. 9d. The men were Wittiam 
Jonsson, 36, and Harry Wore, 40, both of Felton Street, Shoreditch. 


SHOPLIFTING.—ANNIE HARRIS, of Wilberforce Road, Finsbury 
Park, charged at the Marlborough Street Police Court with stealing from 
a West End Store, was convicted and sentenced to six weeks in the 
Second Division. We are informed by Messrs. Davies Arnold & Co., 
Solicitors for Miss Harris, that they have been instructed to enter an 
appeal on her behalf. 


WOMAN KILLED BY €CAR.-—At Thames Police Court on Saturday, 
before Mr. F. T. Barrington-Ward, K.C., WILLIAM BROWN, aged 29, 
described as a motor dealer, of Grafton Street, W.C., was charged on 
remand with being concerned with three other persons not in custody in 
breaking and entering the jeweller’s shop of Mr. Max, in Commercial 
Road, E., and stealing diamond rings valued at £1,170, and with being 
concerned with the same three persons in killing Mrs. Sarah Gratofsky, 
by knocking her down with a motor-car in Cable Street, E. The accused 
was remanded. 


INQUESTS.—A verdict of “ accidental Geath ” was returned at a City 
inqvest fheld on Monday on Mr. Louis KAY, 31, a textile manufacturer's 
agent, of Princes Court, Whitfiekd Street, W.C.. who was killed when a 
motor-car in which he was driving a woman friend home after a dance 
crashed into a refuge in London Wall, E.C. Miss Rose Cohen, of Romford, 
who was in the car, said that they had been smoking, but were not deing 
so at the time of the accident. Dr. Waldo, the coroner, said smoking was 
one of the greatest dangers in motoring. 


An inquest was held in the City on Mr. Meven Hewry Hart, 
aged 30, a boot manufacturer's agent, of Anson Road, Cricklewood, 
who was found injured on the pavement in Shoe Lane after falling from 
Holborn Viaduct. Mr. Joseph Hart, of Elm Way, Neasden, said that since 
Angust his brother had been “slimming” by dicting, swimming 
and sun bathing. He thought the treatment was too rapid, because 
his brother had lost 3 st. or 4 st. in weight in three.-months, and his skin 
was in folds. Dr. J. R. Beddard, of St. Bartholomew's Hospital, said that 
Mr. Hart was suffering from gastric trouble. He did not think the dieting 
did any harm in view of his condition. An open verdict was returned.

Dividend announcements by the leading Banks of the country 
have attracted much attention during the past few days. Four out 
of the big five Banks have, at the time of writing, announced their 
final dividends for 1930, The first announcement was made by Lloyds 
Bank. It created much surprise as the Bank is paying a reduced 
dividend for the last six months of the year. The distribution for 
the half year is to be 1s, 4d. per share against 1s. 8d. a share paid 
regularly for many years past. The interim was maintained at the 
previous level of 1s. 8d. per share, so that the distribution on the “ A” 
shares of £5 each with £1 a share paid up is 8s. for the twelve 
months or 15 per cent. against 3s. 4d. or 16 2-3rds per cent. paid 
regularly foryears past. A cutin the dividend was entirely unexpected. 
It was known, of course, that banking business had been very difii- 
cult indeed during the six months. The banks, however, have 
always followed a most conservative policy in good times and 
investors had expected that a short period of difficult business con- 
ditions would have no effect upon the dividend policy of bank 
directors. The statement is made by the directors of Lloyds Bank 
that the amount available for distribution would have sufficed to 
maintain the same dividend on the “A” shares, but having regard 
to the depressed conditions of trade and to the uncertain outlook for 
the future genera ly, they had, after the fullest consideration, 
determined that it was more prudent to make a substantial increase 
in the internal reserves. This statement by the directors caused 
much concern in the City. 


“ Other Dividends Maintained.” 

The pessimistic view adopted by the Directors of Lloyds Bank 
was accepted in the City as indicating the view of bankers regard. 
ing the future of British trade and industry. It was feared that 
other banking institutions would also reduce their dividends for 
similar reasons. The immediate result was to turn the stock 
markets as a whole decidedly dull. British Government securities 
suffered in market value. The reaction started in the Funds by the 
dividend announcement was eventually accentuated by continued 
withdrawals of go'd to France and the unsatisfactory position of the 
more important foreign exchanges. Some relief was, however, 
experienced when it became known that the Midland Bank, 
Barclays Dank, and the Westminster Bank had decided to 
maintain the previous rates of distribution on their share 
capital. Profits by all tie four banks were decidedly lower than 
a year ago. This had been expected. There had been a substantial 
increase in deposits during the year, while trade’ require- 
ments for loans and the discounting of bills had been lacking for a 
considerable time. This is probably a passing phase, and improre- 
ment in banking business will no doubt follow any revival in world 
trade. Holders of bank shares have the knowledge that the banking 
business of the country is well founded and that the shares of the 
principal banks constitute investments of the very highest order. 
Prices re-acted a little when the cut in Lloyds Bank dividenl was 
first announced, but with the exception of Lloyds Bank “ A” shares, 
which at one tim: fell from about 63s. 6d. to 57s. 6d., but later

“CROWN OF DAVID,” “GOLEM” AND “TWELFTH NIGHT.” 


INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

In an interview which I have had with two principal members of the 
famous Habima Players, who are appearing at the Pheonix Theatre, 
London, they mentioned some facts which will be read with considerable 
interest (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

There were present at the interview Mr. Gnessin and Mr. Tschemer- 
insky. The Company, consisting of twenty-six members, arrived in 
London from Switzerland. Their headquarters are, of course, in Palestine. 

“Do we enjoy playing to an English audience? I should say we do,” 
said Mr. Gnessin, who acted as the principal spokesman. “We feel that 
though our audience contains a number of people who do not understand 
Hebrew, they can nevertheless follow us as though they understood every 
word we say.” 

Mr. Gnessin told me that the Company really began to play as 
amateurs, and in sections, as far back as 1909. From 1917 onwards, 
however, after the necessary training, they began to “ sign professional 
form” to use a football expression, and since the inception of the Com-. 
pany they have appeared in all the principal cities of the world. 

“ This is our first visit to England,” said Mr. Gnessin, “and we are 
delighted with the reception which we have received at the hands of both 
Jews and non-Jews. The press notices of our performances have been 
most kind. 

“Mr. Bernard Shaw has not yet been to see us,” said Mr. Gnessin in 
reply to a question, “ but he has definitely promised to come one evening 
and naturally we are Icoking forward to his visit, which we consider a 
very high hononr. 

“We most certainly would like to perform one cf Shaw's plays. It 
is one of our ambitions to-do so.” 

Referring to the performance of “ Twelfth Night,” on the afternoon of 
the interview, Mro @nuessiwsaitt thatit was the first tinre that the Company 
had ever played Shakespeare. 

“ But we are hoping that it will be but the first of many, and one of the 
plays which we are extremely eager to produce is ‘The Merchant of 
Venice.” Our interpretation of “Shylock” will, we’ hope, dispel the 
prevalent idea that Shakespeare was an anti-Semite. We will portray 
the character in the way in which we believe Shakespeare meant it to be 
portrayed— that is to say. in a light favourable to the Jew. 

“In Palestine we play in Tel-Aviv and Jerusalem, where there are 
permanent Hebrew theatres,” be added, “in Haifa, where there is an 
amphitheatre which was erectcd by the workers themselves, and in an 
open-air, improvised building in the Emek Yisracl, which is erected 
every time we visit the place: 

“ At this open-air theatre,” he went on, “ we play under the canopy of 
God's bine sky. Imagine how happy we feel when we face an andience 
of about 3,000 to 4,000 workers who wend their way from the small 
colonies. 

“Never do we enjoy ourselves se much as when we play in this 
atmosphere surrounded as it is by pathre. These open air performances 
are free.” 

Mr. Gnessin related how, when the Company appeared in Wirzburg, 
near Frankfiirt, supporters of the anti-Semitic Hitler party consisting of 
a number of hooligans, bombarded the building while the play was in 
progress. 

“The audience,” he said, “ consisted of Jews ond Christians in equal 

proportion. Happily, the Police, using their batons, dispersed the 
raiders. The andience waited for an hour for the play to proceed, and 
after it was finished there was quite a tornado of applause, which took ten 
minntes to subside, as a protest against the conduct of the Hitler party. 
We were asked by the andience to come again, and left for our Hetel 
under Police protection.” 
It is interesting to note thrt Shakespeare’s “Twelfth Night” was 
translated by Tschernichovsky, the famous Hebrew Poet, who was in 
London some monts ago, and that both he and Bialik, who is in London at 
present and who, too, has translated a number of plays into Hebrew fer 
tc Company, are well-known supporters of the Habima. —

It wag a@ great pleasure for him to be able to say to all those who 
had backed the Habima Players, that everything they had said 
about the Company had been justified a hundred per cent. Mr. 
Cochran felt very proud to have been associated with those who had 
brought the Habima to London, for it had given him a new expe- 
rience. It was a very great thing to realise that there was to-day 
a National Theatre in Palestine. 

Dr. OLSWANGER, in the course of his observations, thanked the 
Habima for baving given them the opportunity of witnessing a per- 
formance in Hebrew. The Habima was a direct product of Eretz 
Yisrael ; the cultural expression of the Jewish National re-birth 
process. 

The Actor as Prophet. 


Mr. CHAIM BIALIK said that their Prophets, notably Ezekiel, 
played in their own particular prophetic way, the réle of actors. 
The Prophet used the medium of the theatre in order to emphasise 
his message. The theatre could play a very potent part in the 
moral and spiritual upliftment of mankind and this the Habima did. 
Mr. Bialik referred to the time when the Habima began in Moscow 
and spoke of the vicissitudes through which the Company had 
passed. He said that they had “ begeistert” not only the Jews, but 
the whole of the world with their productions. 


Dr. SCHMARYA LEVIN said that the Habima was really part and 
parcel of the Zionist Movement, and he had no doubt that when the 
history of the re-birth of their nation came to be written, tho 
Habima would play no mean part. 

Mr, GNESSIN, replying for the Company, expressed thanks for 
the welcome they had received—a welcome which, he said, had 
exceeded their most sanguine expectations. He spoke of the diffi- 
culties which the Company had had to encounter in travelling from 
one city to another in order to continue their performances in 
Eretz Yisrael. 

It was announced that it had been decided to inscribe the name 
of the Habima Players in the Golden Book of the Jewish National 
Fund. 


The Productions ai the Phenix. 


The Crovun of David. A chronicle play always presents difficulties 
of dramatic construction, and unless it has one outstanding character 
round whom the action can be built, it does not offer to the performers 
that goal of unity towards which they can work and which the Habima 
achieve so brilliantly in the more imaginative plays of their repertoire. 
Nevertheless, this adaptation from the Spanish of Calderén de la Barca 
by I. Lamdan, is an interesting study of the quarrels, perplexities and 
rivalries that surrounded King David when, weary and full of years, he 
strove to decide which of his five sons was least unworthy to succeed him as 
ruler of Israel. Itis not the whole play, but points in the drama that remain 
vividly in the mind; moments when the players show their supreme 
ability for combination while preserving their intense individuality : the 
sudden freezing into tense immobility, cach in a characteristic pose of 
a crowd of courtiers and counsellors who were an instant before a mass of 
seething furies, the transformation of a gentle young girl into a passion- 
fevered woman, the contrast between the wisdom and dignity of Solomon 
and the petulent, envious dandyism of his brother Absalom, David's final 
renunciation of the crown that has brought sorrow and anxiety and blood- 
shed to Israel. A. Rovina’s performance as the King's daughter, proved 
her capacity for playing the most diverse ty pes with that complete changing 
of personality thatis the mark of the true actor. A. Meskin made a 
dignified and nobly sinipile David. S. Finkel was a vigorous Amnon, 
Z. Friedland was a perfect Absalom “the gilded youth,” and E. Winiar’s 
Solomon gave a shrewd foretaste of the muturity of the wisest of 
monarchs. A little over-acting by Ben Chaim as Shimei and by C. 
Rosowska as a prophetess were the first signs I have seen of emotion 
overcoming artistry in the work of the Habima. 

The “Golem.”—Here again is a play that gives the Habima oppor- 
tunities for developing their peculiar gifts of heightened dramatic expres- 
It is an effective dramatisation, by H. Leiwig, of the well-known 


Jéws, and who, like most of man’s mechanical creations, waxes more 
powerful than his master. The play opens with three striking tableaux 
suggesting the three conflicting elements in the life of the Jewish Com- 
munity of Prague, where the play is set: the theological persecution of 
the Jews; the divine spiritual influence of the young Messiah, unrecog- 


— 


nised or rejected; and the reliance of man on his own powers to 
encompass his deliverance by material means. With the tyrannical 
persecution as the constant hostile force, the two aspects of Messianic 
and materialistic salvation contend, at variance throughout the play. 
Though the Golem triumphs over his enemies and the Messiah wearily 
trudges anew on his lonely road, it is at such a cost to his people 
that the Rabbi decides to resolve the Golem, his creation again into the clay 
from which it was moulded. A number of technical hitches, especially in 
lighting and an inability to convey the quietly insidious atmosphere 
and baneful influence of ecclesiasticism, marred a production that other- 
wise, in its penetrating expression of Jewish character, rose almost to 
the level of “ The Dybbuk,” which is still, in my opinion, the peak of 
artistic achievement of the Players. It is almost impossible to believe 
that an actor who, a couple of days previously, has been performing the 
part of an elderly, grey-bearded, middle-sized monarch with a quietly 
dignified mien, should be transformed into a gigantic, huge-limbed, clumsy 
creature of overwhelming physical power but with a dimly-awakened 
intelligence. Yet the actoris A. Meskin in both cases. A clever little sketch 
as the Rabbi's wife is given by Nechama Winiar; and A. Rovina, who has 
not much to do as the young Messiah, looks the part to perfection, and 
acts that little with all the potency we have learned to expect of her. 
Curiously enough, Ben-Chaim, who seemed to me to over-act.in his 
previous part, made the character of Tanchum, the madman, too rational, 
when a little more frenzy would have been a valuable aid in the sugges- 
tion of wandering wits. 


Twelfth Night.—Shakespeare, according to the Habima, has been 
eagerly awaited as the crucial test of their acting. If they proved 
themselves capable of conveying the spirit of a play so foreign to their 
usual style, the antithesis of the tragic mysticism in which they excel, 
they could be definitely classed as great actors. And they have done it. 
It is certainly Shakespeare “twopence coloured,” decked out with song 
and dance and enlivened with novelties of scene- shifting. But I am 
inclined to think that “ Twelfth Night” should be played in that way, asa 
thoroughly inconsequential jollification. After all, the dramatist him- 
self was rather casual when he flung in the sub-title of “ What 
You Will.” Considerable liberty has been taken with the text, but, 
generally speaking, the Players have treated Shakespeare as he should be 
treated; as a living dramatist to be presented with lively reality 
and not as an untouchable god to be approached with awe, The 
revolving stage was used with much effect, though it was a bit refractory 
on the first night. All the scene-shifting was done by the actors during 
the course of the play, and the manipulation of doors and curtains, the 
carrying on and off of chairs and cushions was woven into the action so 
naturally that it gave the impression that these people were all going 
about their daily work and playing out their comedy in their spare 
moments—which is precisely what they must have done. The pure 
comedy scenes were undoubtedly best, achieving the real flavour of 
hearty, knock-about Shakespeare. A. Meskin made Sir Toby Belch a 
vigorous figure of fun, with his rich, deep voice and expansive girth. An 
excellent foil was provided by a nimble little wisp of an Andrew Aguecheek, 
played by A. Baratz. Nechama Winiar’s Maria was again a brilliant study of 
transformation of character from an old Rabbi's wife to a dashing, buxom 
serving-maid. The Malvolio of B. Tchemerinsky was not to my liking, 
because he had none of his pathetic dignity and all of his silly, second 
childishness. Olivia, too, was the biggest failure in characterisation the 
Habima have made, H. Hendler turning her into a golden-haired spineless 
simperer. T. Robins cleverly doubled the réles of Viola and Sebastian. 
The Hebrew translation, which at points is brilliant, never falls below 
par. It is the work of the famous Hebrew poct, Saul Tchernichowsky. 


TWELFTH NIGHT (Sadler's Wells). 


If the best of the Habima production could have becn combined with 
the best of this, we should have had perfect Shakespeare. It is rather 
curious that the English actors brought out all the poetry and emotional 
depths of the more serious parts of the play, while the Jewish players, 
representing a race that is supposed to have far more emotional respon- 
siveness, should have excelled in the essentially English, boisterous 
humour. Orsino was beautifully acted by Godfrey Kenton? and the 
scenes in his court were among the finest. Anthony Hawtrey and Dorothy 
Green bear a strong resemblance to cach other, but not enough to make 
the mistaken identity credible. The method of doubling the part until 
right at the end when the two meet, is far more successful. Dorothy 
Green's Viola was like all her work, a thoughtful and intelligent 
reading of the part. John Gielgud does with Malvolio what is 
so rarely carried across, he makes of him a vain and foolish man 
but one who has a distorted dignity of his own, and who always 
arouses pity and indignation with the cruel pranks of his tormentors. 
Ralph Richardson as Toby Belch, George Howe as Andrew Aguecheek and 
Elsa Palmer as Maria, did not let themselves go fully into the humours 
of their work. They were good, but lacked that joyous abandonment that 
made the Habima's acting so memorable. Leslic French’s Feste, the 
clown, was this actor's most successful part. In addition to a careful 
characterisation, he gave us evidence cf a sweet and sympathetic singing 
voice. The new Sadler's Wells is perfectly adapted to its purpose. Plain 
and spacious epee it forms the ideal setting for the rich colourings of 
the Shakespearé and opera that are to be produced there. R.M.S.

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A Jewish Library. 


By AUNTIE. 


LS me is an old story, attributed to 
many “people, which might very 
well have been repeated in its 

main incident on more than one 
occasion, concerning a visitor to a Jewish 

Ahouse who happened to ask for a Bible 
to verify a quotation which came up in 
the course of conversation. The only Bible 
in the house was that belonging to the 
Christian maid. Ido not know how far that 
condition obtains in Anglo-Jewish households 
to-day, but I fear that there are many where 
there are no Jewish books, not even a Bible; 
and the only diffcrence between such house- 
holds of to-day and the one in the story might 
be that possibly the maid of to-day might not 
have a Bible either! On the other hand, I 
believe that things have improved. There 
are many more Jewish books available in 
English, and I am confident that many more 
Jewish households have at least a small 
Jewish library. 

START WITH THE BIBLE. 

What ought such a Jewish library to con- 
tain? I am not speaking, of course, of a 
library of a scholar or even a student of 
Jewish lore: I have in mind the average 
Jewish household, where there ts a desire on 
the part of both parents and children that 
the members of the family should not be 
totally devoid of Jewish knowledge, but 
should, on the contrary, be able to draw from 
Jewish books a knowledge of their faith, of the 
history of their people and its literature. Let 
me give a few hints on the formation of sucha 
library. First it mrust start with the Bible and, 
of course, the Hebrew Bible. There is a very 
excellent edition published by the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, though the translation 
requires certain modifications to accord with 
Jewish tradition. The full beauties of our 
greatest treasure can only be appreciated in 
the original. You have only to think of, say, 
Shakespeare in a French translation to realise 
how much the Bible loses by translation, 
however excellent that translation may be. 
Then, the Pentateuch at least should be 
studied with a Jewish commentary. The Chief 
Rabbi is coming to our aid with his admirable 
edition of which Genesis and Exodus have 
already appeared. I would also refer you to 
the new English translation of Rashi's com- 
mentary; which is also in course of publication. 

HISTORY. 

The next essential is one or two books of 
Jewish history. The English edition of 
Graetz may be too large a work. There are, 
however, several smaller books that may be 
recommended. There is a History of the 
Jewish People, issued by the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society of Ametriea,-which covers.al! the 
ground. Young people will like “ The Story 
of the Jewish People,” by Jack M. Myers, the 
first volume of which is particularly attrac- 
tive. Lady Magnus’s “Outlines of Jewish 
History” is another brightly written book. 
There are smaller manuals, notably one by 
Paul Goodman. 

LITERATURE. 


The field of Jewish literature is a very wide ~ 


one, and there are hundreds of books one 
could recommend. Those who wish for some 
acquaintance with the Talmud, and are unable 
to study it in the original, may find English 
translations of two principal tractates— 


Ta anit, published by the Jewish Publication 
Society, and Berachot, published by the Cam- 
bridge University Press. There are selections 
of Talmudic lore in Rapaport’s “ Tales and 
Maxims From the Talmud,” Montague’s 
“Tales From the Talmud,” and the Rev. S. 
Levy's * Treasures of the Talmud.” The Chief 
Rabbi's “ Book of Jewish Thoughts " ts a mine 
of selections from the cream of Jewish litera- 
ture. 
Jewish Literature” is a delightful book. 
Schechter’s “ Studies in Judaism” and Hirsch’'s 
“ Book of Essays” ought also to find a place 
on the shelves of the Anglo-Jewish library. 
RELIGION. 

Of books on Judaism itself, pride of place 
must be given to Morris Joseph's “ Judaism 
as Creed and Life’; and his last volume of 
sermons, “ The Spirit of. Judaism,” is stire to 
give great delight and comfort to readers, 
young and old. Abrahams’s ~~ Festival 
Studies,’ Dayan Dr. Feldman’s “ Sabbath 
Spice and Festival Fare,’ and Dayan Lazarus's 
“ The Wavs of Her Household,” may also be 
commended. The annotated Singer's Prayer 
Book and the Adler Mac/rzcor, with its beautiful 
verse translations, should find an honoured 
place on the shelves. 

GENERAL. 

I have said nothing about fiction. Zang- 
will's Jewish books, the works of Geldmpand 
others, provide a mine of pleasure. A place 
should be found for Abrahams’s “ Jewish Life 
in the Middle Ages” and Cohen's “ Jewish 
Life in Modern Times.” There is quite a 
literature on Zionism and Palestine from 
which to select. _ It will be seen that once a 
start is made, it is difficult to know where to 
stop. The point I wish to make is that there 
is no excuse now for any Jewish household not 
to haveat least some good Jewish books. The 
material is there. The list I have given isin 
no way exhaustive. It is merely a selection. 
I should like to give one final hint. Readers 
would do well to write to the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society of America for a list of their 
publications. The address is S.E. Corner 
Broad and Spring Garden Streets, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. For a small subscription, 
members receive two or three valuable Jewish 
books every year. I hope thatall my nephews 
and nieces, if they have not already done so, 
will start to collect a Jewish library of their 
own. Let the People of the Book possess 
books of their own!
